familiar places yesterday morning, frinjed round by 
f. crowd of strangers. All of the latter, as far as 
possible, were provided with comfortable seats bv 
^ha uahors; but when all ara seated there are 
Jivnilreds wno have to stand for two aoura, nut 
4n band, to Join toe service or sons ana to 
ll«tun\to the sermon. Conspicuous by nta absence 
*rusJa> Sheiinau, tne counsel for Prraco Erie and 
»u com'ivny- Mr. Snerman fleneraily occupies a 
Trout Biitlrti: in me gallery Imm^diatoly opposite 


the orchestra. He is a devout -worshipper, singa 
heartily, and seemingly with heart also. So well is 
he read in the "Plymouth Collection1' tnat he will 
stng the hvnin through without the assistance or the 
book. Looking at Mr. Sherman in Plymouth church 
one might wonder uow the "Brie lawyer" finds a 
place large enough to dwell in so devout aud so re- 
ligious a soul. There are other professional men 
there besides lawyers, men, indeed, of every profes- 
sion, notably newspaper men, scattered about, scep- 
tical enough, aa a class, about everything, and the 
noblest sceptic of them all is one who is a star in 
the literary firmament, and whom the ladles saj Is 
a "Ueauuful star," who Is never absent irom a pew 
near the pastor, and wno should be, and perhaps is, 
a believer m all tuat he hears. 


The service was opened yesterday morning by the 
singing of the beautiful recitative'"lhe Lord is my 
Shepherd," by Miss Thursby, and the chorus Dy the 
elglity-voiced orchestra, unaer the aole direction of 
Mr. Henry Camp, tir. Zembel presidium at the organ. 
A short invocatory prayer, the Eluglng o! a hymn, 
the reading of the second chapter oi St. Paul's Epis- 
tle to the Romans, a longer prayer, in wtucnthe 
burdens and the aspirations of human lite are trans- 
mitted by the pastor to tho Throne of Grace; the 
reading of Sunday church notices, tne singing of 
another hymn, and then that for which nine-tenths 
of the people have come—for how many of that vast 
throng have come to worsnip ?—the text and the 
sermon. 


Mr Beecher's subject was "The Hidden Gospel," 
the fourth cnapter, the third and lourth verses of tne 
fcecond Epistle ot bt Paul to tue Corinthians:—"uut 
if our gospel be hid, it is hid to thorn tbat are lost. In 
whom the God of this world hath blinded the minds 
or them which beiieve not, lest the light of the 
eionous gospel of Christ, who is the Image of God, 
slionld snme unto them." An analysis or the faculty 
of perception, witn a delineation of the rationale of 
mental blmoness formed the outset or this discourse. 
1 his kino of instruction is characteristic of Mr. 
Beecher • It can only be a few of his congregation 
who can follow this introductory line or thought in 
his discourses' bSf ihen these spoken words are 
printed in the Jplymown ^MlPM) and read there thev 
may find an abiding place m tL"Uieartand the head. 
The audience know that this is omj""56 overture, 
that the solos, the plaintive air and "tue S?ngs of 
angels" will be sure to come irom tnat socoro^? 
voice, and tuat there will be some very goud acting 
too bi the live man on the stage. They were not 
disappointed; the sermon was rather above the 
average 
"1 hold the understanding haa no power 


of form, no just conception wittont the help 
of 
the 
feelings." 
This 
is 
one 
of Mr. 
Beecher's "life thoughts." and tSose wh6 knew 
him well pricKed up. ilieir ears and opened 
their eyes, foi, to illustrate that startling trutn, he 
may gay and do anything that is reasonable. He had 
to illustrate the truth tbat men are mentally blind 
about that to which they hav e not bent their minds, 
lie imaged in a mimicry—of wines the pastor of 
Plymouth church is so great a master—one or the 
"shoddy aristocracy," setting up a picture gallery 
at home and how the picture buj er went to the 
picture dealer, and how the former was a good 
jcdge of the frames, hut knewnoth.ng or Rembrandt 
or Kubeas; ne was blind to form, to color, to tone, 
to sunsets and sunrises. The audience slightly tit- 
tered, and tuen he put another character on the 
stage—the Wall stieet broker, who was asKed by 
Mr. Beecher as to the nest way of investing ten 
thousand dollars and how he recommended "Michi- 
gan " • Sew York Central" and "Kock Island," but 
when told it was to be invested in charity and good 
works, said that he had never neard of those being 
quoted on tue street. Here the audience laughed 
right out Another man goes to his lawyer; he 
has a daughter whom he has educated and provided 
with every accomplishment, and fitted her for that 
nondescript thing called "society," and just as she is 
to • come out'' in an the glory of these acquired 
gtace:-, she gets rellgloj, and the father tel s the 
lawyer that she does nothing else but look, after 
• rag and bootatl children" (Laughter.) Lawyer 
says, -I don't know what to do for yon; tou'd 
better so to the minister; religion and religious feel 
rag, we lawyers don't know mucu aoout; we don't 
have much of it in the courts " (A burst of loud 
laughter.) Men get so absorbed in this one pursuit 
of lueir life that they walk along the stieets and 
don't know any man they meat, lake a nde of seven 
or eight miles and don't know whether the grass 
grow s or not, have a deaf ear to the songs of tho 
the buds, aud when the sick daughter, who haa not 
been outside the house for months, asks her father 
about tue grass, the birds and the woods, he scaicely 
knows where he has been, and nas to tell his dear 
little one, who is pining for tue woods and the helds, 
that he did not know he had been there. (Now the 
Audience is almost moved to tears, and there is a 
quiet hush) 
lhe platform of Plymouth cnurch h adorned with 


beautiful flowert, every Sunday morning; in the 
large bouquet that stood on tne noral stand 
were four 1 arge llu«3iu fall blooin. Mr. Beecher, 
stunning by tne side of it, used it used it as an i.lus- 
tration. He said tnat if that were put in the go'd 
room in Wall street, when in gold excitements taen 
made arrant lunatics of themselves, they would not, 
could not see those flowers, they would bloom and 
lade in vain for these men. 


At live mluntcs past twelve o'clock, Mr. Beecher 
introduced Christ into his sermon—he had preaching 
turse quarters of an nour without having mentioned 
tUat holy name, but in delineating Paul's love aud 
pisgion for the bavtour, he made amends for the 
omission by a poiv eif til and earuest practical appeal 
to Ins congregation which brought ihe sermon to a 
close.

Alter the usual in 


troductory services the preacher announced as his 
tcit a pare of the Bitth verse of the fifty-third 
Psalm—1 Oh that the salvation of Israel were come 
out of 7.ion I' 


He tacu proceeded to say that the time this text 


was written was a lime of infidelity, defection and 
captivity, and lliough the Psalmist sighed and 
prajcdlor dciiveiance he saw hope in only one di- 
rection, 
lue salvation of the nation could only 


come out of Zlon. 
Zion was the perfection of 


beauty, and out of her God must shine. Zion was 
before the civil government. God's altar was first, 
then tue sceptre. The secular and the ecclesiastical 
may aid each other, and ought; but In no case is the 
one to be displaced Dy the other. 'Ihey should har- 
monize, bnt may not blend. The Chnrch ia prostl 
tuted and coriupted wnen she both teaches religion 
and makes laws. In Israel tlie priest never was 
king; the king never was priest, mere are interests 
peculiar to each, and they may not encroach upon 
eiicti otlier's prerogatives, 'lhe Church may noi 
make treaties or international laws or regulate mi 
uosia, commerce, finance, declare war or make 
peace or determine the form, of government, bo, 
on tue other hand, government may not write our 
ueed 01 regulate the rites and ceremonies of tne 
Cliurch or tae foim of Church government, nor regu- 
late or alter tue moral law, nor interfere with the 
liecdom of conscience 
Man is respons.bie 


to God alone for his conscience, and gov- 
ernment has no right ever to prevent eiroi 
or even mudellty by law unless ttie false theory go 
toserveina VK.IOas light. On tue other bana re 
ligion «ill not interfere with the legitimate preroga- 
tives of government 
God's law cannot abrogate 


tue principles of Blackstoue for tills reason—civil 
government has its origin and existence Irom God. 
It is a divine institution, 
ileliglon is theiouuda 
tton. civ U government is a superstructure ballt upon 
it, and it Is an axiom that ood and just laws are 
never at variance 
As in sc.ence one branch over 
laps anotuei, so the empires of religion and politics 
overlap, tte.igioa is based upon morality, anu 
moral qneslious do and will mingle with the politics 
of tue daj, and will coutln >& inuitf and more to do 
so as the vv orld progresses. No man can eliminate 
these moral questions: thev are upheaving the 
dvnasties of tne Old World and testing the 
stauiity o£ the 
new. 
Government does not 
usurp tue ilgiits or the 
Church when great 
mora1 questions aie clad 
In Casar's roues, 
nor (iocs the church drop Torn her creed or 
contiol a single moral question because that ques- 
tion ms.y be an element in the political strifes or the 
day 
Ueinperance, bumau ireedom, polygamy 


belong no less to the csurch because they trouble 
tliepoiiticil waters. Tue creed of tue Church cau- 
uot be made narrower because tns oisls 01 civil 
government becomes broader. 
Civil government 


did not mike the law of morals, nor can it alter it; 
aud slionld the government at any time attempt to 
peivsrt tuat lav> it is the business ol the Church to 
resist aud lebuke the wiong. If unscrupulous pai 
tisans ciy "Cimich and state," as tney win, "leave 
tie bh'a of fctate to us, -while jon attend to sacra- 
lUeats and prayers," so much themoie will we show 
them tuat the pr»nclples and the men who lorn the 
woiid upside down nave conie hither also. But if 
tue Churcu nerseir tiansgresses.the moral law, then 
it B the light and duty ot the civil government to 
mteifeie. if the government will not allow poly 
gamy in an individual it lias no right to allow 
it m a CUuicu, aad jet in a iiootc beyond ihe 
llocky Mountaius there Is a large community openly 
practising tnis onence of polygamy and defying me 
government to cueck-it, wuileiuegovernment winks 
ut it and has done so for years. God has oidamed 
and die inteiests oi humanity demand that CiulStian 
principles should govern tnis world, as niaj be 
readily interred from tt-e extent or faabbath dese- 
cration, intemperance in high places, coiruptious of 
legislators and judges and fraud of every kind. 
Heuhei is it desnabie or necessary to institute a 
new political oigamzation—a Churcu pai ty. But let 
politicians understand tnat Christians put principles 
aad right man above party 01 men, tuat mere ia and 
can oe no compromise between me antagonistic 
forces oi right and wrong, that we are religiously 
political and vote as we pray and preach, and the 
viUory is gained. Scheming politicians would then 
leave as; they have a holy norror ot religion ma 
ballot bos, lor u works terrible havoc witu the 
views ol political 'intriguers. And the time mast 
mid wilt come when tairistiana will awake and 
sandei the withes with wiiicn, the political l)e- 
11 ah has bouuu ihem. Tne body politic has no con- 
sul vatismm it. Of Itself alone any political lanrjc 
TV ill disintegrate, rot, and history proves me asser- 
tion. Law cannot regulate good mora's, even good 
)u« s arc or no iorce until the popular muid Is edu- 
cated up to tno level of such laws, itie Komish 
Church is a political unit. Protestantism is apolul- 
BSlA-nuei; uencs politicians court Hume undpasa 
protestantism by. itoiue uerei forgets the C.uircB, 
bin fier politicaltfunuies are always la tbe direction 


of the largest patronage and tue roost liberal endow- 
ments. Protestantism half forgets her prayers, 
Church, conscience, Bible, and even her God, 
in the wild and senseless scramble for parly 
ascendancy—often vociferous in the mad shout for 
inen whose vlleness and dishonesty ate miamous. 
It is even now notorious tbat our own city govern- 
ment 13 con-upt and vicious to the lowest degree— 
the struggle to secure it being merely a tight for 
spoils, plunder and patronage. It was a lact that 
vvittim the vast rear the city government bad given 
away half a million dollars to the vanons religions 
sects, and of this sum tour hundred thousand dol- 
Jais had been given to the Church of Rome as repre- 
sented in thia city. It was neither more nor Jess 
than subsidizing the people ol" thac Church as a 
means of securing their political strength aa a lever 
for the retention, by tnat avii government, ol -olllce 
and power. 
In conclusion the preacher argned that there was 
more need of religion and Uliristiamy morality 
throughout the land ; the Church must assert itself 
in nigh places, wnereit would be heard, and Its sup- 
porters must mate themselves telt and respected. 
They most exert their Influence with, lu and through 
the government, and lead the rulers of the people in 
every grade to moral and religious uprightness 
m mtcnt. action and principles. And having secured 
this much, they must hold them totbe faithful dis- 
charge of their duties. And it was necessary, far- 
ther, that in the first Instance Caristians snonid 
strive to elevate a better class of men to the high 
places. They must vote for religions, moral candi- 
dates, and thus elevate the standard and gnaliflca- 
tions for office. During the history of oar country, 
extending over almost a century, it could-not be 
said that one really Christian man—one true disciple 
ot Christ—had ever filled the office of President,

A regular churchgoer feels ill at 
ease if bunday comes and he does not near his 
preacher at his chnrch and hear his chnrch music 
by his choir and meet his accustomed church asso- 
ciates. There Is a good deal of slander upon lady 
churchgoers in asserting that (hey eoto show their 
new bonnets and fine dresses to other ladies and to 
see what other ladies wear.

His dissection ol the subject of election was 
complete. In conclusion he portrayed the joy of a re- 
generated lite. The vast congregation listened to the 
c ose witu the most earnest and undivided attention 
Speaking from notes, he gives his language a wider 
range and lusher nissut of beauty than he could 
if his sermons were written. Ihe impoitance of 
the theme and occasion rouses every power and 
nerve of his mind. No abbreviated reports of ins 
sermon can do him justice, can do justice to the rich 
exuuefancc of his fancy. His eloauence is fervid, 
enlightened, vigorous, permeating and Imperial. 
His looks, tones and gestures pive a power to his 
sermons tnat no printed woids can adequately give.

And the wind ceased, and there 
was a great calm." The preacher said it was not 
necessary for him to state the circumstances con- 
nected with his text. Even if these circumstances 
were not fresh in the minds ot the hearers by the 
reading or the chapter they would be able to call to 
reco'lection Christ tossed m a storm on the sea of 
Gamea, and BIB saying lo the sea, "Peace, be 


That incident, so simply and graphically detailed, 


afforded many lessons. The passage was one of 
these iaexhausubje passages, on which we never 
coulti dwell too much, first, then, the words of 
the text contained one lesson of the method and the 
eaect of the revelation made to us in Christianity. 
Christ Himself was Christianity, and He it was who 
was that revelat'on. For Instance, here was* dis- 
tinct expression ol the humanity of Jesus Christ— 
"He arose and rebuked the winds." lie had been 
asleep in the stern of the vessel, slumbering peace- 
fully, although the turmoils of the storm was 
raging around him, and 
He was 
aroused 
only by His disciples crying out to Him:— 
"Master, carest Thou not tnat we perish"' He had 
availed or the opportunity, the time and the place, 
and slept there as soundly as any tired ttaborer with 
a hard worked body or Drain might have slept. Sow 
the great difficulty, he had often said, wna regard to 
the Christian religion, was, that it was unreal. It 
wass unrounded with strange, technical forms; .with 
worda oi vague meaning, with mysterious associa- 
tions and references, and, consequently, shrewd 
men or tbe world put Christianity under foot aa 
somewhat IntangiDle or abstract. The philosopher, 
regarding u simply as a new form of mysterious su- 
persutlon, would have nothing to do with It, and he 
was inclined to tuinE that in tne minds of man? of 
those wno talked about Jesus. Christ at all He was 
apprehended only in a mystic or vain way. There- 
fore he said that everything which brought Chi 1st 
before us in the actual condition of His personality 
must l>e most important to us.

pit— A Dull Church and a Dull Sermon— Tbe 
Kev. Morris fyns on die 'JL'eachiiiga of 
•Fosuna.

street, directly fronting on Stnyvesant square, 
and familiarly Known as Dr. Tyng's chnrch, 
presents a 
grand 
and

ance from the outside, provided 
the view be 


tafcen from a point directly in front of tne main en- 
trance. The two spires running far up almost to the 
clouds and acting as time beacons for many squares 
around, seem a fitting index of human respect and 
worship and love of the Deity ; and if the same feel- 
ings were kept up irom different points of view, a 
kind of awe akin to supernatural fear would mase 
the whole place round about seem as if Imbued with 
the spirit or worship. But as the observer stands on 
either side of the edlflce and sees the ungainly, dis- 
proportionate roof standing ont In too bold relief, 
with nothing to destroy the studied, sttalghthned 
appearance of its contour, his feelings meet with 
a sudden crash and down they tumble. Sow let nun 
enter the cunrch and take a seat, say at the further 
end of the gallery over the pulpit, ana scrutinize 
carefully everything he sees. A spirit of gloom 
seems to pervade the whole chnrch. There is not 
one ray of cheerfulness. Even the sunbeam, strug- 
gling through the stained glass rose window over 
the choir falls upon the tesselated pavement as It 
Its very Hie and warmth Had been taken from it in 
Its passage through the colored glass. This gloom is 
bnt a trick of the painter B art; perhaps intentional, 
perhaps not. 
The hard walls of the church are 


pamted throughout with Mosaic designs after medi- 
aeval patterns, witn aa idea of heaviness pervading 
the wnole, wnloh is increased by the dnll red color 
which prevails and Is not at all enlivened by the 
numerous gold devices scattered throught tne worK. 
The massive rafters have likewise this dreary appear 
ance, white above them the blue roof, though studded 
with golden stai-s, seems to partake of the same 
monotonous spirit and makes the soul feel heavy, 
seeking relief in 'he orzan, with its many thousand 
pipes all exposed to view, ana all richly inlaid with 
blue aud red and gold, conveying some idea ol the 
barnarlc splende r, and wanting bnt -the touch, el a 
master-hand to i~ ive away the cloud, for Its music 
is slow, ana s»J and boiemn— low cliurch witu a 
vengeance. Thr choir, all males, aud of those hair 
boys, perhaps i. "e will be joy, foi snroly it is not sad 
to worship, and one cannot be mistaken; there 13 
the familiar jruoe of one who for years has played 
and stul player, far errv tnno for a Bowery gallery, 
and who to-da-Veaves the baton— wlilch so often 
timed the tardy , '•oaic to the sprightly heel— for the 
hymn boolc of fc.°5J'eorge's. Perliaps theie wilt be a 
merry hymn; but no, all ia sa 1 and dolelui. The 
people come sin. 'v up the ais.e, having left their 
worldly BmJ!ss4|U.i69 ta(Tn""iVffi&i- 
their 
rett bound, cold clasped prayer oooks ana mine 
their lips, riiey pray, for they are mournful. A 
detachment of young men fiom an institution in 
the neiEhbsrhood, more French than Jashionaole, 
now break upon the view and take their seais to 
the left ot the puloit, scarce daring to lift their eyes, 
so closely are they watclied by their guardian. And 
anon, a bevy ot vonng girls from a boarding school, 
more fashionable than French, enter the gallery, 
seat .heiHselvea at tue preacher's lett, and quickly 
bury their sad faces in thour dainty gloved hands 
aud mutter a short prayer. Ihe clock in the choir 
points half-past ten, the bells in the spire Bave 
ceased then mournful toillngs, when the pieachei, 
clad in a white surplice, slowly tikes tils stand to 
the left of the altar and opens the service 
with a short prayer, 'ihe prayers of me day, ac- 
cording to tne Episcopal seivlce, aie next read; 
chapters irom the Bible follow; hymna and psalms 
are sung, and at length 
thejjcongregation, 
which yesterday was veiy slim, place themselves m 
comfortable positions, while flie preacher, who has 
chanced his white surplice for a black silk gown, 
ascends the pulpit ana proceeds to deliver the ser- 
mon of tue day. The preacher on this occasion is 
Morris Tyng, a son of the Rev. Stephen H. iyng. 
D. D., whohas thrown aside the mantle of politics 
and assumed the garb ot theology. It has before 
ueen said that everything aoout the church be- 
tokened gloom and melancholy. Tne Rev. Morris 
Tyng must be included, A Beecher or a Chapin 
would have cast out tbe dismal irom the church and 
mfnsed a spirit of joy into the woismp, lor tueir 
words would have aroused the sieepj ears of their 
listeners 
and 
made light come out 
of the 
darkness prevalent. 
But the 
concresracion at 
St. George's yesterday did not have a Beecher 
or a Chapin, and so listened 
mechanically 
to what it did hear. They were not to blame. Mr. 
Tjng, who undoubtedly possesses talents of a hish 
order and has a good store ol Biblical knowledge. 
Is not the man to exert a magical innuence over his 
hearers and keep them chained down by living 
words. His voice travels on the even tenor of its 
way, and whether in prayer, exordium, illustration 
01 appeal, knows no variation. Ills tone is mourniul 
aud best adapted to utter a funer-al oratuu; his 
words though carefully chosen and elegant, lack 
spirit; they come out so slowly that their eosejce 
has evaporated before they reach the ear; his style 
is weak, unimpressive and monotonous; his read- 
lug, though clear and distinct, is devoid of all laflev.- 
tion and emphasis; iv hen to these is added a woetal 
want of gesticulation, one can then form a very good 
idea of the character of tue seimon. No wonder 
that the people were listless, that some gazed va- 
cantly upon the walls, trying to rol'ow the labyrin- 
tnme windings of the wall painting, that some 
leaned their heads upon their hands and wearily 
closed tueir eyes; that others read their books 101 
want of something else to do, or tnat the girls 
from the fasnionable boarding school toyed with 
then pretty fingers and eyed askance tne pretty 
fellows beneath. Some there were who paid atten- 
tion, bnt these because It was a task imposed 
upon them hAe a prooiem in geometry; and these 
were the young men from the French boarding 
school. They were taking notes of the dull ser- 
mon, 
which must be studied for the morrow's 
recitation 
Aud the sermon. 
It was a disco-arse 


on a part of the first chapter of the Book of 
Joshua—••This book of the law shall not depart out 
of the mouth, but thou Shalt meditate therein aay 
aud mjrat, that thou rnajst observe to do accord- 
ing to all that is written therein; lor then tuou 
siialt make thy way prosperous and then thon 
sualt have good success." The sermon was ethi- 
cal throughout; bnt, lacking as it did the spirit of 
eamcitness, It fell rather coldly on tno concregation.

Tne attendance yesterday, thongh large, was .not 
what in an up town cuuich would be called a 
fashionable audience. The people were generally 
wen dressed, and occupied evidently a highly re- 
spectable position m society, and attended cnurch 
inoie for the spiritual benefit to be derived tnan to 
exhibit tueir toilets or to observe the toilets of tneir 
neighbors. Among tue prominent members or the 
congregation were Mr. chamberlain, Mr. FalLner, 
Mr, Isaac snerman, Mr. King, Mr. Patterson, Jar. 
William Ludlum, Mr. Hiram Alerrltt, Mr Wads- 
worth, Mr Deo, Mr. William lohnsoii and others. 
The Kev. Sir. Bockinau, to wuom has been as- 
signed tne pastoral charge of this church, Is com- 
paratively a young man, tall and finely proportioned, 
with bandv hair and whiskers, good voice, with a 
young and handsome wile. Seemingly there is no 
danger of his following in the footstens of his uii- 
woi thv predecessor. 
His style or speaking is wholly 
unlike that of Mr. Cook, who was noted for hta bril- 
liancy, fervor and eloquence. Mi. Bockman preaches 
wholly without notes, aud except wuen occasionally 
suired np with his subject Is undemonstrative and 
inclined to be prosey. He cnose lor his text yester- 
day the passage or Scriptures found in the fomtn 
verse of tue third chapter of Revelations — 
Ihou hast a few women even in Sardis which have 
not denied their garments; and they shall walk with 
me m white, for thev are worthy. 
The reverend gentleman fir.it; gave a description, of 
the ancient city of Sardia, in Asia Minor ; how it 
was renowned for its great wealth and splendor and 
for its exceeding profligacy and debauchery; how it 
was destroyed by an earthquake during the reign ol 
Tiberius Crcsar, and attributed the destruction of 
tne city to the \v ealth and profligacy of its inhab- 
itants. He also spoke oi the Chuicn existing at tuat 
period and of its decline and fan. From this he 
went on to speak oi the Churches ol the present 
day aad of the demoralizing influence ol money, 
of the fearful numbei of backsliders and of tue im- 
possibilitj of a very rich man being a consistent 
Christian; tnat tney "iorsook Ood and became de- 
moralized." There were some, he stated, in the 
beventh stieei church who had noc denied tneir gar- 
ments; jet in Jl onr churches there we sojae who 
weie backsliders.

Happiness Not the Supreme Prize of tife— 


Sermon by Rev. James M. Pullman. 


The Sixth Uciversallat society's church, on Thir- 


ty Lfth "treet, just eabt of Sixth avenue, is one of the 
peculiar religious ediacea in ths city. It is a long 
nariow iiail, pressed in between two adjoining 
build.ngs, has uolorty ceiling, no windows, and re- 
ceives its dim light tluougb. painted ssy lights in the 
flat roof. Its three rows of jiews are of plnin wal- 
nut, ths floor is richly carpeted, the pulpit is a sim- 
ple reading desk, to the rear of Trtieh are verses 
from the Blbie in gilt letters on walnut tablets. The 
style ot the orator; uf Kev. James M. Pullman, the 
settled minister of the congregation, is also of a 
peculiar 
kind, .llo does not stand 
bonmd 


the desk, remaining there during the delivery of 
lua discourse, as ia usual with other min- 
isters, but, according to the fashion ot political 
stump speakers, he walks about the chancel, speas- 
ing now fiom this, now from the otSer side ol the 
desk, and sometimes in front, of it. He has also dis- 
carded another custom common with pulpit orators. 
He speaks without notes and m an off-handed man- 
ner. His delivery 19 perfect., the words lall from His 


llpa with clearness, his voice is soft and pleasing 
and bis gesticulation graceful. 


He took for his text the story of Job's despair.as ne 
did penance In sackcloth and asles. Alter some in- 
troductory remarks the reverend speaker said that 
It wag a, false Idea that the 
highest prue 
of life could be attained without work. 
It 
was an old rule thac all success was gained 
by hard work, continued in tbe face of all obstacles 
and disappointments. So it was uot possible to gain 
heavenly prizes witnouc some disappointment and 
hard nrork. Tne supreme prize or life was not hap- 
piness, bat Wessedness-the capacity to peruse tue 
power ol God, to ascertain the secret ways of Provi- 
dence. 
Many turn away from the work, grown 
weary, it their efforts do not Immediately secure tbo 
pnze wished for, and their distempered neart 18 like 
a piano out of tune. Cod'8 word is patience. The 
impatient are like the rather whose heart is sorrow- 
rnl at a death in the family; the sun shines brightly 
to all the world, but to him It looks gloomy all 
around, for his eye is glazed by sorrow. One should 
cultivate faith In the day of prosperity, for it cannot 
be done In tlie day of adversur. The reverend 
gentleman spoke of a young man who was 
"Hall fellow well met» and was led Into temp- 
tation by Ills comrades, till at last, aespairnff 
of reform, he took a pistol and hastened before hta 
God. 
This feeling that one's life was wasted is the 
power of God's salvation. Ee then spoke or the Ca'- 
vmistlc doctrine, "the Lo.d gave, the Lord taketh 
away, praised be His holy name," of the doctrine of 
rewards and, pnatenmenra, and claimed mat theie 
theories reward for the good, punishment for the 
bad, wonld not lit, neither reaching the depth of the 
case 
He himself, came before tue congregation 
without such theory, bhakspeare had no definite 
theory of life: but sneaking the truta of life, his 
tragedies have lasted for centuries. Novels where 
the good are reworded, the wretches pums'.ed; ths 
works used inihe Sundayschools, where everybody 
is described as virtuous and godly, are so many 14es. 
The world doss not move in such grooves. After 
further urging that we were here 'o prepare for 
something beyond this life reaching way up to the 
infinite and eternal, and illnstratitg the universal 
brotherhood of mankind, he referred to the weight 
of the inheritance of the accumulated traditions of 
an orthodox ancestry. God "did not distribute r,«- 
Jlgious belter as he did eyes and noses, ny a set pat- 
tern, bnt each one must work it out flimseir ont of 
his own mind and heat;t. Some would amend the 
story of Job, as 'others wonld have Hamlet marry 
Ophelia instead of dying. He concluded by exhort- 
ing his hearers that they should get rid of tne mis- 
take that Goa owed them happiness; they must 
strike foi it by hard, Incessant wort.

Ths beautiful and commodious Gothic floatlnst 


structure Known as the Church of Our Savioui, now 
moored at the bulkhead loot of Pike street, East 
river, was yesterday well ailed during both the fore- 
noon and afternoon services by throngs of ladies and 
gentlemen, as well as hardy sailors, for wnose espe- 
cial benefit the cnapel was constructed. Of the 
latter class there were not less than thirty-five Or 
forty present, and it was truly a beautifal sight to 
see these hardy seamen, who are aecnstomed to 
hearing little else bnt oaths and profanity, fervently 
responding with the rest of the congregation drains 
the opening service, or reverently kneeling dunng 
prayer. It is dilHeult even to imagine what good 
this church is dome. Bow striKiug the contrast 
between this spiritual refuge lor sailors and the 
dens of vice and corruption which abound in its 
immediate neighborhood, and which are ever ready 
and so snccessrul in ruining both the mind and 
body of this class of Hardy, honest men1 


This floating chapel, as well as the mission House 
and reading room situated in Pike street, near by, Is 
under the control and supervision ot the Kev K. W. 
Lewis. This gentleman devotes his whole life and 
energy to tue good wjrk before him. He is, how- 
ever, very ably seconded by his wile, who presides 
at the organ aud has charge oi the excellent cijolr 
or Saooath scuoo. children which she has organized 
and trained. The cnapel itself is sustained by volun- 
tary contributions, yhicft. oowever, do not corns in 
so fast as might oe desired of late. 
Tne sermon in the forenoon was preached bj the 


Rev. B. H. Remington, who took his text from the 
sixty-first of Isaiah, eleventh verse:—"For aa the 
earth onngeth lorttt her bud, and as the garden 
causeth the things that are sown in it to spring 
forth, so the Lora God wi.l cause righteousness and 
praise to spring forth before all the nation." The 
preacher said It nad been eighteen years since He 
last preached in the old chapel to a congregation of 
seamen, bince that tiaie ne had been performing 
'Outdoor duty," and had many times preached the 
Gospel to cotigiecattons or men often laiger than 
IB usually found in many well appointed cnnrcnes. 
Mr. Remington nreacned a very good, practical ser- 
mon, and ous wall adapted to tne cougiegation be- 
fore wnom he -was speaking.

Brief History of the Chnrcm— Necessity ot 


Prayer for the Pastors— Sermon by clie Eov,

This floating ci'tirch, which is moored at f ier 11, 


Uorth river, was yesterday morning visited by a 
large number of forsisn seamen who had come to- 
gether to hear the Gospel preached in their native 
tongue.

At one time these 
uardy seamen woald attend in red shirts and with 
unkempt locks, dirj^y and frousy and frequently 
Intoxicated; but tlub Is all done away witn now, 
and they are as ordeily and well behaved as any 
congreeatlon in the cuy. Ihe church is now at- 
tended by many ladies, most or whom come from 
tue Biooklyn churches, and the effect they have on 
tuese rougn men is striking, foi let Jack lar be ever 
so rough he will alwavs respect a woman. The regu- 
lar attendance of t&e cliurch is composed ol Swedes, 
Fins, Norwegians, Danes and Laplanders, and to- 
gether they keep the aflalr going; their donations 
pay all expenses out tue minister's salary, which is 
looked after by the Methodist Mission. 
ihe sermon was ineaciied by tho Rev. o. G. Beff- 
strom, who toot his. text from the second luessola- 
mans, li. chapter, 1— • For the rest, Brethren, pray 
tor ns," ic. He spoke of the necessity of the people 
praying for their pastors,; that- they were weac and 
mortal and needed tneir prayers, that they might 
conuaue tg weach the tospei.

being measured at the level of the mercury ia the 
graduated tube.

3ICTHOO OF ANALYSIS ADDPTED. 


Lther and more important official duties demanded 
that rue lucthoci of analysis adopted should be easy 
of execution, ana it is pioper to state that m the 
ioiiowlng reieLroaes pract.cai utility was consulted 
rjtiier tnan tha reiijemet'ts of dslidite scientinc re- 
search. I therefore al first m?clG use of tue method 
of Kegnault ana Bunscti. That of Brunner requires 
a greater quantity of mr than could bo conveniently 
collected in ice biidst of a crowded audience; that 
of 1'ettenkoffer dea-snaa the patience and training 
or tha laboratory. 
But Iteanault's method was 
found inadequate. Tiie quantities ol carbonic acid 
were too small in most instances to ba accnritc'y 
indicated on tho graduated tube- I therefore de- 
vised tua following modification ot this process:— 


THE API-ABATIS 
consists of a wide-mouthed class flasE, holding 150 
cubic centimeters when the coric is inserted, 
Wiiich Is made-to ht closely, and la perforated by a 
g.ass tuae.

According to tno amount ol carbonic acid in the air 
of the flasK and the strength or the solution of caus- 
tic potash the wa^er rises either quickly or slowly lu 
tlie tube, and rises lu just Bucn quantity as tne car- 
bonic acid is absorbed, which is read on tho gradu- 
ated scale attached to tha tube. Experience has 
ihown that certain precautions are neccssarr to 
secure accurate results, but the method is simple 
and easy of employment, not longer than fifteen 
muiutes being required for each analysis. 
It is desirable to have the apparatus and contained 


an- at a slightly lower temperature than tnat of the 
room and of the water bach before the tirst Immer- 
sion, in order that the eraduated tube may be empty 
for the rise of the water wnen the bulb is broken, 
Tho water bath ought to be at ihe temperature of 
the room, for short aa is the period of time required 
to withdraw the apparatus and break the ou;b, it 
would still be long enough to chanue the volume of 
tae air in the flask if there were much difference of 
temperature in the two media. The water in the

aHalysis of the air oi public bniidinga its accuracy 
was tested In several ways. 
When a specimen ef 
vitiated air was anntea with an equal quantity or 
.jure air, or was mingled with twice or three times 
ts volume of the same, tne analysis wo.ujd g1TE tne 
proper propoftlSn oFcir6~ouie acid for eaca dilution. 
Air deprived of 113 carbonic acid by caustic potash 
showed no absorption under analysis, while tne at- 
mospnere of the city yielded varying proportions up 
to one part in a thousand, tne smallest amount being 
present dunng storms of wind and rain, when only 
.2 parts In 1,000 were indicated. When larger qaan-

The proportions given 
were tnose obtained after from two to four hours of 
occupation. Tne principles or heating and venti- 
lation are good; bat it Is a difficult problem to Keep 
the air or crowded apartments pure In our winter 
season. In ail the schools the heat was found 
abundant, so that a more powerful draught In the 
ventilators and openings ot greater area might be 
introduced with advantage. But with the present 
arrangements the purity and proper temperature of 
tne air will depend greatly upon the watcnfulness 
of the teachers, -who should always bear tue above 
factln-mmd. There are but few days when the 
windows may not oe slightly lowered rrom tne top 
without creating currents which would endanger 
the health of the children; tint changes In the out- 
side temperature, In the direction and face ot the 
wind, ana, consequently, in the supply of Heat from 
the boilers and In the working of the ventilators 
require 
corresponding accommodations which 
only attentive supervision can properly regulate. 
Every room onafit to contain a thermometer, 
as sensations of 'heat and cold are very fallacious. 
Tne proper temperature for a schoot room is seventy 
degrees Fahrenheit; the temperature or eighty 
tiesrrees found In the Swl33 schools is ruinous to the 
nealth. The depth and completeness of respiration 
s dependent m a great measure upon tlie contrast 
between tue neat of the body and that of the In- 
spired air. When the heat oi the latter approaches 
that of tne Wood the reaex movements of respiration 
are less energetic and less efficient. A dash of cold 
irawr on the body excises an Involuntary inspiration, 
ynile water 41 tne tcTSperature 5f th$ boa/arouse! 
no snch reflex movement. It is so with respiration 
and W« tenjjera,ture or tue air brwried, bu( a iowgr 
degree than sixty-five or BewSnfJ degreta iS attended 
witu a sense of bodily discomfoit aud should be 
avoided. 


CLARKE'S COSQEBBCfAl COLLEQB 
occupies the upper story of Sot. 12,14 and 1« Conn 
street. It consists of one large hail, divided Into 
two nearly equal portions by an alcove, and of sev- 
eral smaller rooms for reel tatlons. There are venti- 
lators In the celling of th* principal hall, but the 
ball IB heated by tue radiant neat ot steam colls, so 
that there is the closeness inseparable from this 
mode or warming to the absence of ventilators com- 
municating only with a strong draught, one-half 
oi the large hall was occopiea, but air collected in a

10 a warm, moist, still air witn considerable tenacity., 
fearful lest an error of analysis might have pre- 
sented false Indications, I examined more closely 
into th* subject, and found tnat when tha different' 
portions or a loom were at different temperatures 
the m-eater proportions. of carbonic acid was 
most frequently lound In the warmest locali- 
ties, .Aa attraction or moutur* for carbonic acid 
would.aid in placlna this food of plants more reaally 
at their disposal, ana as it most be drawn from tne 
air which surrounds to« plant such a provision' 
would seam necessary. May It not bo that the In- 
creased capacity and attraction of Seated air lor

although "diffusion of gases" was constantly acting 
to equalize the atmosphere throughout the room. I

THB "COLLEGE GttAMHAB 83UOOL" 
occupies the upper story of 18 Court street. Tha 
ceilings are low and there were no ventulators In 
the room, wnicn was nested by a stove but the 
rojm extends across tn« building, with windows at 
both ends.

In Brooklyn is not deficient in ventilation. The hot 
air which warms the building enters by two regis- 
ters, one lu each aisle of tne partterre and escapes 
by a large circular opening In the roof into the loft, 
and, when the traps:are open, into the external air- 
Thia ascending current creates a strong draught 
through every open door and window, and it is of 
this draught, rattier than of any closeness, that com- 
plain; Is made. Tnere are also gratings In the rool 
ot ejch gallery, whtoh aid in ventHation. 
On a calm, rainy night, with but a moderately lull 


house, alter tae doors ha i remained closed for over 
an hour, 1.8 parts carbouic acid weie found 
tn the air or the balcony.

when the house was crowded, the air or the nppor 
gallery waa tested. The thermometer at hall-past 
nine P. M. marked seventy-seven degrees Fahrenheit, 
and so remained till the close ol the perrormanoe, 
and the air taken late in the evening contained 2.5 
parts carbonic acid per 1,000.

For the purpose or studying the ventilation of the 
New 1'ort theatres places were taken as near to the 
centre of the parterre as possible In each instance;

weather ao variable as to vitiate an accurate com- 
parison. 


At Booth's tnaatre, when crowded, two portions 


of air taicen at different but late periods or tha even- 
ing gave 1 and 0.76 parta carbonic acid per 1,000 re- 
spectively. 


At the French opera, tne thermometer marking 


78 deirrees .Fahrenheit, air taken at ball-past nine 
o'clock- V. M. contained 1.3 parts carbonic acid per 
1,000, and at the close of the opera 1 pans per 1,000. 
At Wood's theatre, with a slim attendance, 0.6 
parts per l.OOO were round, the temperature not rising 
higher than seventy and a hall degrees Fahrenheit 
At the Tammany, the temperature not rising 
higher than seventy-one and a naif degrees Fahren- 
heit, 3.1 parts per 1,000 of canbonlcacld were ronnd. 


At the Bowery theatre, on a cloao, rainy night, the 
house being densely packed and the thermometer 
ranging rrom eighty to ninety degrees Fahrenheit, 
three portions of air tateii at different periods after 
the close or the llrst act co.itamed 7.6, e.l and, 
alter the doors bad been opened for ventilation, 2.5 
parts of carbonic acid per l.oao. 
The analysis of air taken from the Tammany the- 
atre Is suspicious, from the large proportion of car- 
bonic acid indicated, while to the senses the atr 
seemed free Irom taint. 
Where an analysis fumlahed suspicious results Its 
correctness was tested on Angus Smith's plan or 
passing tne air through a solution of lime water or 
of caustic baryta nntil the latter ivaa rendered tur- 
bid. The quantity of air necessary to render opaque 
a given quantity .of lime water or baryta solution 
indicated approxynatelj iy U5hri433 m carbonic 
acia. Ig all sut nair a dozen instances the air was 
CoJ^CKd by the writer so that its source and the cir- 
cumstances or us collection are kniwn to me with 
certainty. 


TUB ENJOYMENT OP TUB BEST PLAY 
Is spoiled by narrow and nncomiortabie seats and 
the crowding which they favor; but when a tempera- 
ture of between eighty and ninety decrees Fahren- 
heit and an air dense with human exhalations 
must be endured for hours—te jga, ne wulpasla 
c?uintleli6. 
Mr. W. B. Wortnen, engineer ol the Board of Health, 
who has beed my associate in these researches, 
has studied the mode of ventilation in each or these 
theatres. A thorough system or ventilation will prc- 
vide for the parity 01 tho air In every portion ol the 
house, and tne detection of local dellclenclea will be 
one object oi renewing the investigations and se- 
curing specimens of air, not irom the partene 
alone, but Irom various portions of each building. 


HOSPITALS, CHURCHES, HALLS, ETC. 
The results recorded in the following paragraphs 
indicate how inadequate in general are the provisions 
for ventilation in onr pw>lic buildings, special com- 
ment on each is unnecessary, but this justice must 
be rendered that the endeavor was to Und them at 
their worst respecting vitiation of air by respiration, 
tne experiment having been loosed upon coldly un- 
less the analysis gave evidence or the presence of 
carbonic acid In considerable quantity where oilier 
Indications lead to expect it. 
A ward in the Kings County Hospital in the day- 
time and but part'aliy niied gave two parts carbonic 
acid per 1,000 ol air. At night, when all the beds 
aie occupied, the air would have been foond still 
more impure. 


In the infant ward of tiie Almanonse air wa» tafcea 
noon two occasions with fhe expectation that it 
wonld prove greatly vitiated on account or the odor 
which pervaded It, bus 1.2S per 1,000 was the high- 
est amount indicated. The same fact was shown 
Here as in the nursery of the "Home for Destitute 
Children" m Butler street, where, from soe pen- 
etrating odor which seems inseparable from Inlant 
nurseries, and which waa here also very decided, it 
was expected thai a large amouu i or carbonic acid 
wonld be discovered, bus only 0.6 parts per 1,000 
were round, an air almost as pure as the outside at. 
mosphcrc. There was vitiation Irom organic emana- 
tion*, but tae ventilation was proved excellent in 
this part of the building. In tha dormitoriet or the 
"Butler street Home," air taken at iivao'clock A. M. 
gave 1.2 parts carbonic add per l.OOO. This air was 
collected by one or the {nurses according to the phy- 
sician's directions and was r>y no means as impure 
as had been represented.

Air taken in a elck chamber la the morning gave 1.5 
parts carbonic acid per 1,000. It will hardly be 
necessary to mention In detail the lanlts of all the 
buildings to which the above analysis belong; the 
numbers Indicate the result of there faults. 1 He fact 
is made manifest that where special provision for 
ventilation has not bcennmda large numbers cannot 
be collected without rendering the air they breathe 
impure. By special provision for ventilation, I do 
not mean merely holes broken in the wall uncon- 
nected witn ascending currents of air. Ventilation 
by aspiration or by connection witu such cur- 
rents, either brought about specially for put- 
poses of ventilation or by tl.e ordinary Heat- 
ing apparatus of the building in Its connection 
with chimneyB and flues is, next to forced veutiia^ 
tlon, In which fresh warm air Is forcibly thrown 
Into tae building, the beat mock of renewing tlie air, 
and the former method is easily applied to halls or 
auart-nents of moderate dimensions. Tha Kings 
Uounty Hospital has Irs deilciencles clearly brousne 
out by contrast with tae Asylum and Nursery which 
adjoin It—the former in being provided with forced 
ventilation, the tatterwitu arrangements for ventila- 
tion by aspiration. All has been done In the hospital 
which the architectural limitations permitted, such 
as providing gratings over tiie doors and windows; 
but in spite of these the air of tne wards 13 liable to 
ba stagnant and Impure. Snch a state of affairs, in 
a building of this nature, ought to be speedav cor- 
rected. Florence Nigliclngaie has entered npon a 
crusade against large hospitals, and nniess better 
ventilation renders them less frequently homes of 
pyaemia, puerperal fever, Ac., they will meet witn 
public condemnation. Every bed ought to have its 
own supply of air drawn over it and from it, so as 
not to contaminate the atmosphere of an entire 
ward. 
The Butter street Home has been tne object of re- 
peated efforts ac efficient ventilation, and the pre- 
sent Is probably as complete as the structure of tie 
butldlns, Inappropriate for an asylum, renders pos- 
sible. Our analysis are not unfavorable. 
The rooms in the building No. is Court street, 
where the Historical Society and the Hamilton A s- 
sociaQon nave their halls, are not well provided 
witn means of ventilation.

TBSTILATIOX OP CHOBCHES 
ttw arrangements at the new St. Anns-on-the- 
Helgnta is worthy of Imitation. Here heated iron 
coils cause an ascending current in the interior o£ a 
wide nue, rising 10 tae too of the buiuiinz, to which 
air is drawn from every part of the structure by 
connecting flues, into which innumerable openings 
give passage from the floor of the church and ceiling 
of the lecture room below. 
2. The remaining causes of nnhealtofulness la 
places oi public resort are the produces of irnperlect 
combustion from sources of light and heat aa3 
irom. the numau body and organic particles filling 
the air in the form of flue dust. 
Products or imperfect combustion Irorn sources of 
light and neat are less Important as a£feciln<r ttealttt 
than those exhaled from tne human body, car- 
bonic oxide his already been considered as causing 
a dangerous vitiation of the air when derived in 
considerable anantitles from the combustion or coai 
ana set Iree within a building by an imperfect 
drangnt. It Is of great importance to determine 
whetaer this gas is ordinarily present in recogniz- 
able quantities in rooms heated by coal stores or 
furnaces. That it can pass through, plates of red hot 
Iron has been proved—(see George Derby, M. D., on 
Anthracite aud Health. Boston: isss)—bnl that is is a 
very common iniounty iu air heated in tUe manner 
above -mentioned has not beea demonstrated. Its 
presence is supposed to be indicated by ihe malaise 
attending the tirst nse or furnace beat on tno ap- 
proach or winter and before the system has become 
Habituated to its Influence. 
Ihe carbon and sulphur from the combustion of 
gas, for pnrpeses of illumination, have not beea 
saown to exert an injurious influence npon the 
human system; the particles or carbon enteitn? the 
lungs are thrown out by the action or the emitted 
epithelium of the bronchial tubes, and eulyuui in 
the form of sulphurous acid la easily recognizea 
when it exists in as small a proportion as aim part 
to 100,000 or atr. 
It is otherwise, however, wlttt Ihe products of Im- 
perfect combustion exhaled from the hum in body. 
II the skin of one of the lower animate be coated 
wirh an Impervious varnMi the animal speedily 
perishes, as wonld a human being under similar c-uii- 
uitiona. Its temperature falls, Its biood refuses to 
undergo its usual respiratory changes; the Kidiieya 
become congested; albumen appears in the urine; 
the nervous energies are prostrated and death iu 
coma and convulsions supervenes. If

bo passed through concentrated s ilphuric acid, or 
through a solution of permanganate of potash, Indi- 
cations are ruuiisued of the existence of an organic 
substance in tiie expired air. In the former case 
the sulphuric acid is darkened by the carbonization 
of the orftamc matter; in the latter tho permanga- 
nate looses its rich color thiough tho oxidation or 
the same. The substances known to exist in the 
cxliajations of the skin are sudoric, formic, butyric, 
acetic, and perhaps other organic acids, and a pro- 
tein compound, m a state of decomposition. In 


halation is sixteen grains per rum me, which 13 equal 
to two ounces per hour or threa pounds tn tweaty- 
four hours. Or tue dally loss, thlily ounces are duo 
to perspiration and eighteen ounces to pulmonary 
exhalation. One hundred persons would therefore 
give orrin three hours rhiuy-seven and a half pounds 
of moisture, which, with Its volatile ingredients, is 
taken up by the sunoundiug atmosphere, a del adds 
to ita vitiation. 


A FEW TRIALS 
were made with solutions of permanganate of pot- 
ash, to determine the proportion of oiganic matter 
derived from the human body which waa present In 
the air of crowded halls. The solution of perman- 
ganate was placed In a vaporizer, and having been 
brought into contact witn tue air of the room In a 
state of very fine division, tne spray was caught in a 
clear test tu-bo and reserved for examination, and 
comparisons with solutions similarly acted on by 
air expired fromthe lungs. It UaiJ been fonnd that 
air rendered offensive ay the decomposition of or- 
ganic matter, or containing smoke in varying quan- 
tities, acted promptly and decidedly upon tne per- 
manganate solution when vaporized, and that the 
amount of permanganate destroyed was in propor- 
tion to tha amount ol organic matter in the air, but 
when tne same process was employed in public 
assemblies the discoloration was uoi found to ac- 
cord with tho manifest degrees of impurity at 
the time and place or investigation, probably owing 
to particles oi organic dust which niled the air of 
even the best ventilated rooms. The permanganate 
Is ao unequal in its reactions with different kinds of 
organic matter that unless the kind of matter under 
Investigation is determined the amount remains un- 
certain; and in aeillng with proportions so small

air 67 a building accidental errors are liable to hw;

'THE SKNSB oi SMKLL 
Is a good qualitative, but not quantitative or gaiid- 
leptic test of the kind of vitiation under considera- 
tion, and it has olten happened to the experimenter 
in tiie course of these researches to be met, on en- 
tering the crowded gallery of a theatre, by the over- 
powering influence of an atmesphere of between 
eighty and ninety degrees Faienhelt, loaded •» Ita 
such evidences of the presence of human exhala- 
tions that caroonic acid in its pure to.\ic eflect 
aeemed inslguiacaai In the comparison. Carbonic 
acid simply impedes respiration and lowers vital 
energy, 
while the organic emanations 
froin 
the flian and lungs are capable, by prolonged 
action, of producing typhoid phenomena and of in- 
nocnlating diaeaso. Tliese emanations bear a cer- 
tain proportion to the carbonic acid prouuced br 
respiration, and when the latter is round in excess, 
owing to crowding and defective ventilation, the 
presence of excessive quantities of the former is 
also made evident. It Is not surprising, therefore, 
that experimenters have foand a deleieilous influ- 
ence In an atmosphere so vitiated out of proportion 
to that which follows the presence of caroomo acid 
in equal amount liberated by chemical reactions. 
Tiie very substances, the retention of whicn by cuta- 
neous asphyxia or interruption of tne exhalation of 
tea skin proves BO promptly fatal, are remgssted and 
re-enter the circulation through the lungs. The na- 
ture of the substances exhaled is not we!! under- 
stood; but most of tnsm aflect, decidedly and un- 
pleasantly, the olfactive sense. Omits lonotam pro 
iiartjlco; they aie suspected of sunUe aud dangerous 
powers or poisoning the system and geaeratiaa dis- 
ease and make a clamorous appeal for improred 
ventilation.

The particles floating in the air and failing m tlie 
form of line dust were made the subject of patient 
investigation. Over 100 specimens of dust from 
nearly all tne places or public amusement la New 
York were examined by me microscope.* This dust 
was collected fiom places where it h&d been gradu- 
ally deposited, as It wonld have been on plates of 
glass prepared for its reception. Although, the 
locnllties from which It was derived were so various 
its composition was quite uniform. Tne proportion 
of the various ingredients of whicn It was composed 
varied, bat the same constituent particles were 
fonnd m all the specimens examined. IS was the 
dast of the afreets in its finer or coarser particles, 
according to tne height at which it was collected, 
witn a large proportion of organic elements; par- 
ticles of eand; of quartz and feldspar; of car- 
bon 
from 
coal dust and lampblack; 
fibres 
of 
wool 
and 
cotton, 
of 
various 
tints; 
epidermic scales; granules of starch, of wheat, 
mainly, the tissues of plants; the epidermic tissue, 
recognized by tae Btomata or breathing pores; vege- 
table dncts and ^fibres, with scftlarlform and spiral 
markings; vegetable hairs or down, either single or 
Intufisof four or eight, andol great variety, and 
tnree distinct Kinds or pollens. Fungi were abund- 
ant, from mere mlcrococcns granules to filaments 
of mould. When water was added to a portion of 
dust, from whatever source, -and exposed ma test 
tube to snnlleht or heat for a few hours vibriones 
and bacteria made their appearance, and the 
fungous elements sprouted and multiplied, show- 
lug that they maintained tneir vitality, and proving 
tnat the germs of fermentation and putrefaction aro 
very widely dimised. •

Far better t« 
to mge.Ht it where the radicles and ducts of plant* 
have selected from it their food and transformed it 
into rich fruit or succulent vegetables than to take 
It into parencd mouths and wheezing lungs, without 
aur other elaboration than a street contractor's 
stirring ana scattering. 
It may be stated without fear of contradiction that 
there is no one subject of greater sanitary and ther. 
apeutic importance than the subject of ventilation, 
The injury which the hnman system receives from 
miasmatic poisons on the free air, whether in city o( 
country, whether blown over marshes or collections 
of organic matter, is insignificant la comparison 
with that which lurks in human habitations. 
whether in germs of disease or la the widespread 
prostration and suoenng wnlch result from bream- 
ing an atmosphere Incapable of duly supporting toe 
vital functions. 


A life would be well spent, if through iw agencT 
a tendency to improvement in this direction could 
be made manifest; and the Board of Healtb, wttii 
its world-wiae Influence, has no more Important 
dntjr than in connection with ventilation, not only 
in tenement Mouses, but in ail places of uublio hab- 
itation and resort within its Jurisdiction.

Tlic 
ollctal wor a was tbert in force. All that was dis- 
tinguished in the political, military ana social circles 
were present, and all attired in costumes ana uni- 
forms of great splendor. No one is admitted with- 
out a conrt dress of some sort. The military wore 
the nn«forms of their several grades. Ministers, 
Senators and Deputies all wore embroidered coats, 
the fonner in gold, tbe latter in sJvar. Thodlplo 
roatic corps are arrayed in the conrt dress ol their 
dlflcrent countries ami most of tacm are resplendent 
In decorations and faded ribbons of the various 
orders of which they are members. The brilliancy 
and, variety of costnmes of coarse adds greatly to 
the splendor ol afste at court. 


Of all this gorgeous tliron^ the only two persons who 


appeared In ordinary pvcning costume—b!acK coat 
and white cravat—was our IncWcss Minister, Mr 
Washburne and one of his secretaries, Mr. Fran's 
Moore, l&e first Secretary. Colonel Hoffman, wears 
his military uniform and so escapes becoming an 
object of cnnoosity. The way our unfortunate Min- 
ister ana secretary were stared at must nave been 
tryme to their nerves 
People looked and wondered 


who they were, and how they got there, in spite of 
tne regulations which admit none, however distln- 
euisheJ, without a com t dress 
They couldn't be- 


long to the Institute or the Academy, for these sage 
gentlemen all wear th» areas of tuelr respective 
bodies. It was clear thev were no part of tne service 
of the palace, for all these were got up in gorgeous 
111 cries. Who could ba these mysterious unknown 
in tnelr conspicuous blaot coats and trousers to 
match. J.ot a few, who were unable to Btifle their 
curiosity, diligently sought out one of the chamber- 
lains, and, Lcutionsly pointing out the men in the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12,1870. 


The present la emphatically a winter of gayety in 


the national capital. This monarel community of 
officials, civil, military and naval, and citizens in 
transit* or regtfen*, !s gradually merging from Its 
age, so co apeak, of Oriental civilization incident to 
old slavery times, its traasitlon period of social 
darkness, barbarism and chaos during war times, 
Into the better ordered state of society now resolving 
itself Into someiBlns more appropriate to the capi- 
tal of a great nation. Tnere are various causes for 
ibi8«iange. .First, the Indolent and erratic people 
who composed society here ten years ago have besn 
driven out or reformed; a majority of them have 
gone to the doas, and their places have beettfllled by 
the younger and more progressive element of the 
country Norm and South. In early days Southern 
autocrats and those or the Uorlli willing to cringe 
before tDem had a monopoly of all that was Intellec- 
tual and refined; tnatis, tney thought so themselves. 
AS a coBseqnence society was Kept in a narrow 
circle, and the city, partaking in the spirit of tie 
raJum classes, was the eyesore of cities. Ihe people 
and the city, indeed, seemed to be made up of odds 
and ends. 


The incamiKr of a regular and respectable admin 


istratlon under the neiv state of things politically 
has in a great measure led to the harmonizing 
of tne elements of society, wh'oh have been 
growing ever since the war. The presence also of 
Northern capital, energv, taste and reflnex-ent 
has bailt up, irom a squalid aggregation of dilap- 
idated hovels, with an odu manaon now and then m 
a condition of shabby gentility, a city in ail respects 
and before It a prosperous and progressive 'uture. 
Beautiful mansions, rows of less pretending dwel 
ings and fine hotels have been trails. The public 
buildings have been comp'etefl and the puolio parks 
are rapidly b<>insr put In the same desirable condi- 
tion, with these attractions tne city is fast becom- 
ing tne centre of a constant stream of visitors from, 
all parts of the United States and abroad. This adds 
life and invttea festivity. As the capital In its ob- 
jects of interest becomes more enlarged the throng 
gathered here annually, during the winter season 
particularly, will increase. Nor is the established 
society 
of the city 
backward 
in 
keeping 


pace with this spirit of progress. Every public 
officer in the olty has his own circle oi friends visiting 
here during the winter. He has also His constituents, 
probab ly with whom he would hesitate to place him- 
self nrecisely on a social level at home. Bnt these 
also must be attended to nevertheless. These peo- 
ple have in ftoence at home and also a vote, therefore 
tney must not be overlooked or 1 B the slightest de- 
gree be neglected. So that between their friends, and 
their constituents, and their official duties, tne life o f 
a servant of the people is a dog's life indeed.

POISON EJ THE Ant.—Under this head we pub- 


lish this morning the result of a careful analysis 
of the air of New York and Brooklyn, but more 
particularly of the latter city. The report is 
as instructive as entertaining. From it we 
learn how much carbonic aeid our children are 
compelled to inhale at the public and private 
schools, and how much we voluntarily breathe 
at theatres and other public places. There is 
but little of a pleasant character in the infor- 
mation. Even the streets of the two cities are 
filled with poisonona'exhalations, while in pub- 
lic buildings the air is yet more dangerous to 
health and life. It is to be regretted that the 
Soard Of Health did not extend the investiga- 
tion to the air breathed .b'y the denizens of 
tenement houses, for in'these the ventilation 
is the most defective, and if "in theatres, hospi- 
tals, churches and schools poisons abound, 
what must the state of the air be in the homes 
of the poorf 


The New Charter and Bs 
The new City Charter is creating quite a 


breeze among our legisl itors at Albany. An 
opposition incomprehensible in its nature, con 
aidering the quarter where it seems most to 
centre, has been raised to it, and preseui 
appearances indicate that 
attempts 
wil 


be made to impede its progress. 
The 


friends 
and 
sustainers 
of this 
much- 


needed measure of municipal reform are 
having just now an up-hill fight in their 
efforts to secure the boon of self-goverament 
for the city. The cry raised against the lead- 
ing provisions of the bill by the radical press 
has been caught up and echoed in a quarter 
from whence support and not enmity to the 
people's charter might have besn expected. 
How far this howl of opposition operates upon 
the three recalcitrant democratic Senators from 
this city can be judged by the stand they now 
take against their colleagues who support the 
bill. That they are acquiring an unenviable 
notoriety among their constituents here they 
will perhaps discover when it is too late. 


For ten years the 
citizens of New 


York have seen their dearest rights—the 
right 
of 
self-government 
paramount 
to 


all—wrested 
from them by a dominant 


political party and an alien and inimical 
Legislature, and they impatiently awaited the 
hour when through the ballot box they could 
reassert and regain their inherent rights to 
self-government. 
Throughout the -whole of

vailing against the continuance of republican 
misrule. 
New York citv, whose bill of 


grievances was complete and whose cup of 
bitterness ran over, was of course the most 
interested in the subversion of the rule 
inaugurated, instituted and directed at Albany.

It was to remedy the many and grievous

which gave them back the power of self-gov- 
ernment.

pet ward, will be of short duration. Such an 
association must be repugnant to the finer 
feelings of such men as Senator Creamer and 
Senator Genet, however naturally restive 
and combative the latter may be. 
As for 


Senator Creamer, we would as soon look for 
the muting together of the wolf and the lamb 
as for an alliance between him and Mike 
Norton, the acknowledged and recognized 
leader of the worst rowdy element of bis dis- 
trict. Mike's little game of "strike" will not 
succeed, and the sooner he recedes from his 
present opposition to Ms party and to the 
people the better it will be for him. 


So much for the opposition, over which the 


radical republican sheets, followed by the howl- 
ings of the Manhattan Club organ, have been 
sounding their paeans of victory in anticipa- 
tion of the defeat of the people's Magna Charta. 
It is not that we favor all the provisions in 
detail contained in that instrument that we are 
so auxious for its passage; nor would we com- 
mend over-hasty legislation in the matter. The 
manner of electing the Board of Supervisors 
may call for special legislation by and by. 
The extension of the Aldermanio term to two 
years would come in better after we have had 
a trial of the working of the proposed system 
of election on a general ticket, instead of, as 
heretofore, by districts. Should the Alder- 
manic Board be purified by this change in the 
manner of election it will then be time enough 
for the citizens to consider the question of ex- 
tending the time of holding the office. Until 
then we would not favor a departure from the 
one year term. 


What the people want, however, is a restora- 


tion of their just civic rights, of which they 
have been so long deprived; and that is just 
what the radical press is opposed to. The 
opponents of the Charter have spread them- 
selves upoa it at length, but it proves to them 
a Procrustean bed, upon which they wriggle 
and writhe in all agony of spirit. They see 
in the fast-coming future an end to partisan 
rule and a return to independent self-govern- 
ment—to an administration of municipal 
affairs such as existed here thirty-five years 
ago, when it was not only an honoi to be a 
city official, but when that honor was aspired 
to and sought after by the best and worthiest 
citizens of New York. Such a government 
the people anxiously desire to have restored 
to them, and they hail as the first promise 
thereof the introduction before a democratic 
Legislature of the new Magna Charta of 1870.

the PasUlaiiimons 


Conduct of Oar GovernraaBt. 


Our conespondence from Havana published 


resterday gives a particular and impartial 
account of the shooting of Americans by the 
loodthirsty Spanish volunteers, of the uupro- 
ected condition of our citizens generally, and 
)f the anarchy existing in the island. The 
our young men from New York—Greenwalth, 
Foster, Johnson and Gardner—who were 
assaulted and fired upon by the volunteers 
md been in Havana only three weeks, and 
since their arrival had been engaged in the 
msiness of manufacturing for a drug establish- 
ment. They were peaceable working men, and 
no pretence is made that they had "any thing to 
do with the war or contending parties in Cuba. 


£.nna,uy they tooi advantage of the leisure 


uey had to go to a photograph gallery to have 
heir likenesses taken, and dressed themselves 
•with care for that purpose. They followed the 
ashion, so common m the United States, of 
wearing blue cravats, and this, it is pretended, 
was the cause of the outrage. A man wearing 


lie hat of a Spanish volunteer, and armed, 
houted to them, to halt, and then, in the most 
uffianly manner, immediately grabbed the 
necktie of Greenwalth first and then that of 
Foster. As these unarmed men backed away 
from him he fired at Greenwalth, who fell. A 
crowd soon gathered to the spot and other 
shots were fired, by which Johnson and Fos- 
ter were seriously wounded. Greenwalth died 
a few minutes after he was shot, and his body 
was carelessly and hurriedly thrown on a bier 
and taken off for burial. Both Johnson and 
?oster were seriously wounded, but may 
recover. 


It is evident that these bloodhound volunteers 


are intent on committing outrages on Ameri- 
cans, and that there is little or no protection for 
our citizens in Cuba where Spain or these Span- 
sh volunteers rule. Neither these bloody- 
minded miscreants nor the Spanish authorities 
lave any respect for or fear of the United 
States government. This outrage on the four 
•oung men is but a repetition of similar out- 
rages upon our citizens in Cuba ever since the 
war commenced. It will be seen by a com- 
munication published in another part of this 
>aper what a state of things exists. An Ame- 
rican gentleman, who has just returned from 
Cuba, where business had detained him three 
months, states that he was frequently accosted 


>y the volunteers and impertinently asked if 
IB was an American or an Englishman, imply- 
ng significantly that they might be civil to 
Inglishmen, but no; to Americans. As this 


gentleman says, they fear the vengeance of 
rohn Bull, but laugh at the idea of the United 
States government extending- protection to its 
citizens. He was compelled, for the first time 
n his life, to deny his country and hail as an 
Englishman for self-protection, Englishmen 
may well boast of their country, for it does 
nroteet them. In fact, the British government 
assumes that its citizens are right in any diffi- 
culty abroad until proved otherwise, and never 
fails to throw the protection of its flag over 
;hem. Every one acquainted with the history 
of Home knows, too, what glory and protec- 
tion it was to any one who could claim the 
privilege of being a Roman citizen. That was a 
remarkable characteristic of the Roman repub- 
lic, and did very much toward giving it the 
power it attained and in making it both feared 
and respected throughout the world. But 
under our feeble rulers—especially under 
the present weak, timid and time-serving 
administration—American citizens have to 
deny their country for self-protection. Is it 
not enough to make the blood of every true 
American boil with indignation and shame? 
This great republic—the first Power of the 
world—cringes before a weak and demor- 
alized nation like Spain! Yes, more than 
that; the government of this mighty and 
free country las 
become the friend 


and ally of- the 
worst European des- 


potism against an American people and our 
near neighbors who are struggling for liberty. 
Only think of the United States being the 
friend and apologist of the worst form of mop* 


archioal tyranny, and that on American 
soil! Yet it is a fact. The whole conduct of 
the government with regard to Cuba proves it. 
The best friends of Spanish despotism and the 
worst enemies of Cuban freedom are the men 
who control the government—such men aa 
Sumner, Fish, Hoar, Boutwell and others— 
men who heretofore have been most vociferous 
in the cause of freedom. 


Whatever pretended investigations may take 


place relative to the late outrage at Havana 
npon our citizens, we have no hope of anything 
being done to exact justice or to prevent the 
recurrence of similar outrages. There may be, 
possibly, some protended trial of parties in 
Havana for the outrage, either of the crimi- 
nals themselves or of other criminals that 
may be substituted as scapegoats, and there 
will be, no doubt, a good deal of diplomatic 
palaver, to save Spain and the Spanish autho- 
rities on one hand and to humbug the Ameri- 
can people on the other; but that will be all. 
Captain General Rodas and the Spanish gov- 
ernment are responsible, but the administra- 
tion will not hold them to that responsibility, 
The brutal volunteers will continue to outrage 
and insult American citizens and will remain, as 
they are, the ruling power at Havana. The 
Spanish government, bad as it has been at all 
times in Cuba, has been virtually deposed by 
a worse one. The only real government there 
now claiming to be under the Spanish flag is a 
revolutionary one—the government of the vol- 
unteers. Mr. Secretary Fish is trembling now 
even, according to news from Washington, at 
the chance of war with Spain in consequence 
of Senator Sherman's resolution to grant bel- 
ligerent rights to the Cubans. From fear of 
this the whole influence of the administration 
will be used, it is said, to prevent the adoption 
of that resolution. 
What can be expected 


from a government that can act so cowardly? 
There is no soul, no lofty patriotism, no sym- 
pathy with republican freedom, and no states- 
manship in it. 
Ballots and Billet Donx for the Mormon 


Women* 


The polygamic wives of Utah and the few 


women of Wyoming have reached the goal of 
suffrage far ahead of the freer and more mul- 
titudinous women of New York and Massa- 
chusetts. Brigham Young, by one bold stroke, 
baa accomplished more than Miss Susan An- 
thony in fifty years. The telegraphic report 
informs us that the Bttfirage has been given to 
women in Utah, that the acting Governor has 
signed the bill, and that the women will rally 
in true election style at the palls in Salt Lake 
City to-dc^. Brigham has recently been in 
unusual difficulty, and this, we presume, is his 
way out of it. It is now merely a question of 
wives between him and the schismatics. 
The 


municipal election to-day will decide for the 
present the fate of the schism—whether the 
iemporal power shall go into the hands of the 
disaffected Mormons or shall remain with 
Brigham. 
The matter is, therefore, one 


of votes, and, in view of the right of suffrage 
;o women, becomes at once a question of 
wives. If Brigham can secure his family vote 
intact he will make a good fight against the 
combination of Gentiles and schismatics; but 
if he will take a leaf from the ward politicians 
of New York and vots Mrs. Young twice he 
will come out with an overwhelming majority. 
All that is Wanted is Wisdom and -n-ri-oa, and 
Srigham Young has both. Of course we go on 
;he hypothesis that he has been married enough 
to know how to keep his batter halves in obedi- 
ence, and that if he says they must vote Toung, 
that Young they will vote. This hypothesis is 
sustained by the voice of the Mormon wives 
themselves in their recent mass meeting, when 
they protested against Mr. Cullom's bill. We 
may, then, safely assume that the great Mor- 
mon saint has secured his position for the 
present against the schismatics, and will 
strengthen his works for the battle against 
Cullom and Congress. 


One or two beautiful and touching coinci- 


dences occur to us here. To-day ia the day 
devoted to St. Valentine, the patron saint of 
lovers, and it is fitting that the multifarious 
women of Utah should send their little Mlet 
dour, in the shape of ballots, that they should 
testify their love and loyalty by their election- 
eering, that they should seal their vows with 
votes, and that they should give public office 
with their private affections.

Adjustment with Canada. 


The opposition of the Ued River settlffffleoja 


to the transfer of their territory to the Dominion 
of Canada now seems in a fair way to be 
peaceably overcome, and everything indicates 
an amicable adjustment of the whole question 
in a short time. On the 19th of January Mr. 
Donald A. Smith, commissioner on the part of 
the Canadian government, met the people of 
Winnipeg in a grand mass meeting at Fort 
Garry, and laid before them voluminous docu- 
ments, which have already appeared in the 
HEBAID, relating to the transfer of their 
territory and including the message of the 
Queen, a copy of the official instructions to 
Governor McDougall and letters from the 
Governor General and the Secretary of State 
of the New Dominion. The assurance in the 
Queen's message that "respect and protection 
will be extended to the different religious per- 
suasions, that titles of every description of 
property will be perfectly guarded, and that all 
the franchises which have existed or the peo- 
ple may prove themselves qualified to exercise 
shall be duly continued or liberally conferred," 
is reiterated in all the communications made 
by the Dominion government to its commis- 
sioner; and the Winnipeg New Nation,, in its 
full report of the proceedings of tho mass meet- 
ing, states that the reading of the documents 
by the commissioner was frequently interrupted 
by loud and prolonged cheering. The instruc- 
tions given to Governor McDougall, and first 
made known- to the Red River people at this 
mass meeting, provided for the establishment 
of nearly everything that th& insurrectionists- 
have demanded, and the meeting received the 
statements of the commissioner with such favor 
as to order the election of delegates to a con- 
vention to meet and confer with the commis- 
sioner on a basis of settlement. The conven- 
tion met on the 25th, and additional documents 
were laid before it by the commissioner, which 
increased-the friendly disposition already man- 
ifested. President Rielle made a speech warmly 
acknowledging his allegiance to the Queen, 
and stating that all the Red River people 
wanted was their rights. Other speeches of 
a similar character were made by prominent 
settlers, and when the mail left Fort Garry the 
Convention was about to draw up a bill of 
rights upon which they would acquiesce in the 
transfer of the Territoiyto the New Dominion. 
No one familiar with Canadian polities can 
doubt that the Dominion government will sat- 
isfy the Winnipeg leaders, and there is every 
probability that on the opening of spring the 
whole matter will be settled, and the Red 
River people will quietly resume their avoca- 
tions of hunting on the buffalo plains and 
trading for fura among the distant tribes. 


In view of the peculiar elements composing 


the population of Winnipeg and its previous 
relations with Great Britain, such a termination 
of the insurrection is perfectly natural. One- 
half the settlers are English and Scotch, and 
are as loyal to the Crown as any of Queen 
Victoria's subjects. The French half-brccds, 
constituting, with the exception of a very few 
Americans, the remainder of the population, 
were influenced by their Jesuit clergy, who 
apprehended the destruction of their ecclesi- 
astical power and wealth in the territory. No 
intelligent man among the settlers expected to 
establish a permanent independent government 
at Winnipeg, tlie insurrection in the first plac e 
being only resistance to Governor McDougall, 
who was sent out in such a blundering manner, 
and latterly a determined attitude in demand- 
ing an acknowledgment of their rights by the 
Dominion government. All the associations, 
interests and sympathies of the Red River 
people were with Great Britain. Their books, 
periodicals and newspapers come from Canada 
or Europe, and all their woollen and dress 
goods, calicoes, tea, sugar, tobacco, rum, 
Mackinaw blankets and other articles con- 
sumed among themselves or used io their 
extensive trading with the Indians for furs 
are obtained either from England, through the 
Hudson 
Bay Company or in 
bond in 


New York, at about 
one-half the cost 


of 
the 
same 
articles 
in 
the 
United 


States. 
With such associations 
and such 


advantages in trade it could not be expected 
that the Red River people would seek annex- 
ation to the United States, with its attendant 
burden of high prices and excessive taxes; 
and even if they had been forced ta do so by 
coercive measures the government at Wash- 
ington would scarcely depart from its strict 
observance of neutrality to aid the Winnipeg 
people ia the slightest degree. Indeed, it has 
already been shown in the columns of the 
HEBALD that all the reports relating to the 
desire of the Red River settlements for annex- 
ation have been manufactured by a few Ameri- 
cans in Winnipeg and St. Paul, and that the 
Red River settlements at present have little 
sympathy and no interest whatever with this 
country. They ara a simple-minded people, 
living in the British possessions, with nearly 
four hundred miles of uninhabited country 
between them and the American settlements; 
and it only remains for the Dominion govern- 
ment, in consummating the transfer of the 
Northwest Territory, to do what it should have 
done in-the first place—convince the people of 
Winnipeg that their rights will not be infringed. 


Eventually, however, the Red River country 


will naturally seek annexation to the United 
States. Northern Minnesota is rapidly filling 
up with settlers; a railroad will be constructed 
to Pembina seventy miles from Fort Garry, in 
a year or two, and the tide of immigration so 
steadily pouring into that region will not 
only populate the Red River valley in iiiia 
country, but will flow over the boundary and 
occupy the rich plains of Rupert's Land. By 
that time taxes and prices in the United States 
will be so reduced that the Winnipeg people 
need no longer depend on England for cheap 
supplies; and with their remoteness from 
Canada, tho associations and interests which 
proximity to American settlements will pro- 
duce, and the infusion of American elements 
into Winnipeg by means of the great artery of 
communication through Minnesota, the ten- 
dency of Rupert's Land to ultimate annexa- 
tion will constantly increase, until that territory 
drops like ripe fruit into the lap of the United 
States.

At the Church of the Messiah 


Rev. George H. Hepworth informed his 
hearers that they could not carry their bank 
accounts to- heaven—a fact of which they are 
aware, as many of them had materially 
reduced their balances 
during 
the past 


week in purchasing the latest style. The 
reverend gentleman - also 
remarked that 


deathbed repentances were rafts 
to- get 


over the turbid waters connecting' mortal 
and immortal existence. As there is no-possi- 
bility of his wealthy congregation "purchasing' 
a first cabin ticket on the steamer Salvation, 
save by early repentance, we trust his words 
will be hearkened" to. At Grace church Rev. 
Mr. Foote, of Utah, beguiled the time of his 
aristocratic brothers- and sisters with 
an 


account of the religlen of the Mormon Saints, 
and with an appeal for ten thousand dollars 
with which to build an Episcopal church in 
Salt Lake, and help to raise the benighted 
Mormon females to a proper rank of woman- 
hood. Mr. Beecher's tabernacle in Brooklyn 
was, as usual, well filled, the ladies, we are 
told, wearing dresses of more subdued colors 
than they are wont to wear. They wore 
doubtless excited to this noteworthy- discard- 
ing of fashion by the strictures of the 
HEBALD.

Elsewhere less pretentious congregations 


mplored divine forgiveness and assistance. 
At the Soventh street Methodist church, made 
famous by Rev. Mr. Cook's elopement, Rev. 
Mr. Bookman preached on the backsliding 
tendencies of the age, and compared the sina 
of the ancient city of Sardis with those of the 
present day. At St. Patrick's Cathedral the 
ceremonies were unusually imposing in view 
of the approaching fast of Lent.

in the interest of Rome, and expressed the con- 
viction that there was need of more religion 
and Christian morality in the laud. At the 
North River Bethel Ship and at the Mariners' 
Temple devout and earnest men assembled to 
listen to the Gospel, which was effectively 
propounded by Rev. Mr. Hodge and Rev. Mr. 
Headstrom. All the other churches were well 
attended. The music at the prominent places 
of worship was artistic and melodious. The 
glory of God was sung in true theatrical style 
and the congregations were dismissed by the 
organists with a flourish. 


Onr Mexican News. 


The situation of affairs in Mexico is growing 


more and more desponding. Aguirre, in San 
Luis Potosi, still defies the government, 
defeats its generals and adds new supporters 
to his cause daily. It would almost seem as 
if the power of the Executive were paralyzed. 
Aguirre recently defeated the national troops 
under General Rocha, who lost nearly all his 
artillery. The Governor Of Zacalecas ha? 
not only refused to acknowledge the general 
government, but has actually pronounced 
against the Executive, and declares in his free 
State proclamation that "the decrees passed 
at Paso del Norte on November 8, 1865, by- 
Don Benito Juarez, and by virtue- of which he- 
retains his power, are declared, to, be attack* 
on the national sovereignty,, and- he is not 
recognized as_ President of the Mexican repub- 
lic." Nor does the Governor stop here, as far- 
ther down in his proclamation he concedes a 
general amnesty "throughout tho republic for 
all political offences." This is liberty with a 
vengeance. His Excellency is equally daring 
in hia manner of securing finances for carrying 
out his measures. In answer to the demand to 
give up the conducta, containing seventy-one 
thousand dollars, intended for the payment of 
the national troops, and which was seized on 
its way to the capital," he replied by forcing 
from the people of tho State a sum of money 
amounting to over one hundred and fifty thous- 
and dollars. 


Among the reports current in the city of 


Mexico atthed'ateof our last correspondence 
from there was one to the effect that tho Pre- 
sident was preparing to send his family out of 
the country. This, rumor was evidently put 
into circulation by the enemies of Ji"»rez and 
in tjie interest of his opponents, who calculate 
making capital qnt of it. The unsettled atat« 
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Of the country afforJs an opportunity for every 
Jailbird in the republic to ply bis oalliug, no 
tnatter how criminal it maybe. Every out- 
rage that is committed is done in the name of 
"God and Liberty." On the 15th of last month 
communication between Vera Cruz and tho 
city of Mexico was interrupted by a party of 
"ten men armed with three pistols and three 
swords," who took by surprise the guard in 
their quarters in the city of Orizaba, and 
forced them to surrender. As soon as these 
fellows were known to be successful hundreds 
flocked to their standard. The usual pronuu- 
ciamento was issued, and the people were 
robbed on all sides. The patriotic term 
for robbery in Mexico is that of a "forced 
loan." This is the Mexican idea of liberty. 
Any bandit who has audacity enough, with a 
few highwaymen, to stop a carriage and make 
a haul of fifty or sixty thousand dollars regards 
himself as a hero, dubs himself general, 
Immediately issues a pronunciamento, and 
then goes into the business of inciting revo- 
lution. 
This is an everyday occurrence. 


Revolution seems to be the normal condition 
of the country.. The time is fast approaching 
when the1 United States will have to direct its 
attention towards Mexico.

Uto Bail at the Tolleries—How tbe United 


State* and American Society Were Repre- 
sented. 
The Emperor and Empress of France inaugu- 


rated the court festivities of the present season 
"by an imperial ball at the Tuileries. This mag- 
nificent fete, which came olT on the 2Gth of 
January, is described in our special correspond- 
ence from Paris to-day. The report is worthy 
of the occasion. Three thousand guests were 
present, and, as will be seen from our letter, 
the royal talons were overflowing with beauty, 
wit and gallantry; "the lamps shone o'er fair 
women and brave men." 
Court dresses, deco- 


rations, ribbons and crosses of honor abounded 
on every side. In the midst of the gorgeous 
scene, however, and on the high tide of the 
"flow of soul" and the geniality of a world 
•wide entente, loomed up in all its sable formal- 
ity and stinted frigid proportions the United 
States grand "coat 
and breeches ques-

on the backs, breasts and nether limbs 
of Minister Washburne and one of the secre- 
taries of the American Legation. The ordeal 
of astonished criticism which ensued in the 
royal reception room was borne bravely and 
with nerve by the two official personages just 
named. The only immediate result, so far as 
observed, was to make our country still better 
kcown on the Continent, President Grant being 
most likely spoken of in connection with our 
"red tape" rule of "nothing to wear," just as 
•universally as he was after the news of the 
surrender of General Lee had been received 
in Europe. Napoleon's Court gained also in 
celebrity by the event, as Queen Victoria and 
Keverdy Johnson and Buckingham Palace 
•were either forgotten 
or ignored.

•Emperor appeared sad and melancholy; the 
Empress beautiful and gracefully condescend- 
ing in her royalty. The sociil icprescntatives 
from America made a very favorabls impres- 
sion on the Court circle. A numerous delega- 
tion of our countrymen and fair country- 
women—whose names are reported by our 
special writer—were presented to the Emperor 
and Empress, and "all went merry as a 
marriage bell" to the close. 


Quarantine AbiMeg. 


What Quarantine was under tho administra- 


tion of Swinburne and the immaculate repub- 
lican party the people now have the oppor- 
tunity to see through tho statements of 
grievances that merchants and shipowners are 
making to the new Commissioners and Health 
Officer.

single-handed against these abuses of pawer 
these merchants who now speafc so plainly 
were comparatively silent; bat we have no 
fault to find with that, for we knew then that 
any exposure on their part would have brought 
down the vengeance of the Quarantine people, 
since they carried their high-handed measures 
so far as to suppress even freedom, of speech. 
The merchant who grumbled in public at their 
exactions found that they pursued his ships 
and cargoes subsequently with discriminating 
disfavor, and was compelled in self-defence to 
hold his peace.

While we opposed the evil day after 
day every other journal of the city sustained 
it, endeavored to cover up or palliate tho 
enormities, and even impugned our motives in 
exposing them. Let the people now, with the 
facts before them, judge who was honest and 
fearless and who corrupt and servile, 


Mr. Pendergast stated before the Quarantine 


Commissioners on Saturday that on his first 
cargo he was compelled to pay all charges at 
Quarantine, and was not trusted to bring his 
ship to the city till the charges were paid. He 
paid promptly, and therefore the next time his 
cargo was suffered to come up. He then refused 
to pay anything but what he was advised was 
right. His third cargo, though it came with a 
clean bul of health, was stopped, and he was 
informed it would be kept thirty days. Such 
was the penalty for asserting his rights. His 
ships were only released when he had thrown 


Cerberus his sop of three hundred dollars 


nd consented to have the cargo sent up in 
lighters at twice the usual price. This is one 


f many similar cases given. The detention of 
hips at this port has had, as was shown, the 
ffeet of increasing freights. Captains will 
arry sugar to any other port at fifty cents a 
wgshead less than to this port. Nay, under 
he operation of our quarantine it was cheaper 
o send ships to New Haven and then send 
argoes thence by lighters. Cargoes could be 
sought from New Haven to the city on lighters 
heaper than they could be brought from Quar- 
antine to the city. 


It is evident that we hare not been freed 


any too soon from this practice of highway 
obbery established at tha entrance to the 
port. We stood it too long, and we do not 
appreciate even yet the full extent of harm it 
las done. 


The Wua.tEiQr in Europe. 


It is reported by cable that Saturday was an 


extremely cold day in all parts of Europe, and 
from the announcement that the Elbe is 
completely closed to navigation by ice it 
appears that an unusual severity of weather on 
the Continent has not been confined to that 
one day. Why is it, then, that they have an 
unusually severe temperature on that Conti- 
nent while we have a peculiarly mild tempera- 
ture here? Ordinarily the temperature here 
on the same parallel is much more severe than 
in Europe. Places in the same degree of lati- 
tude as New York have in Europe no winter 
at all, and a summer that has for weeks and 
months such a heat as we have for a few days 
only. This has always been explained by 
reference to the Gulf Stream, from which the 
heated air was driven by prevailing winds 
across the Continent of Europe. We need not 
go beyond a reference to this Gulf Stream heat 
for the explanation of the present difference. 
This year we have had the benefit of the Gulf 
Stream and Europe has been without it. There 
has been a great prevalence of southeasterly 
winds. What further facts in the economy of 
nature may account for these winds we do not 
just now see, but they certainly have given us 
the warm air that otherwise would have 
drifted away to modify the severity of Euro- 
pean skies. 


Jons KITTS.—We do not know how often 


the last Revolutionary soldier has died. On 
the average we think he has died twice a year 
for the last ten years. But it makes no differ- 
ence. We are glad to see him alive and in 
full possession of his faculties once more. John 
Kltts is the prevailing representative of that 
former generation, and we think that John is 
a lona fide representative. He is one hundred 
and eight years old, and has a scar on the 
tack of his head. Besides, he only claims 
to have helped to capture Cornwallis at York- 
town. He does not appear to have nursed 
Washington or to have shaken his hand and 
received his benediction in tho true Washing- 
ton style, which all the old negroes in the 
country claim to have done, and which at one 
time must consequently have been a very 
empty honor. 
On the contrary, old John 


Kitts seems to be a very worthy old soldier, 
and, although he never nursed Washington, he 
is fully deserving of a large pension.

Che great "West always makes a spasmodic 
splurge In the temperance and prohibition line 
whenever there is a dulness in the market for 
Indiana divorces or Chicago scandal. 
But 


,hese temperance movements are merely bosh 
in the way of a healthy temperance re- 
form—a reform that should always be recog- 
nized as majestic and pre-eminently deserving 
rablic encouragement. 


Spasmodic efforts are also sometimes made to 


.ntroduce temperance reforms in various de- 
partments of our city government. 
They 


receive the prayerful consideration of the tax- 
payers, and one prominent Knickerboker has 
offered to endow an institution for the future 
livelihood and comfort of gentlemen exempt 
from further duties in municipal offices. 
The business of these departments has always 
been conducted upon model systems of dis- 
cretion and propriety. 
The publication of 


reports made to the Common Council in this 
•espect are looked for with no little interest. 
There is the Sheriff's office. Here, we are 
rejoiced to learn, a spasmodic temperance 
movement is in progress. Every member of 
O'Brien's staff has concluded that instead of 
wasting words in declining an invitation to 
take a drink it is better to take tha drink and 
discuss the mattey afterwards. 
This is a 


wholesome reform, if only spasmodic, and 
saves a great deal of valuable time which the 
public own. 


The employes in the Board of Supervisors, of

and Correction, the Croton Aqueduct Board, 
the Board of Park Commissioners—in fact 
every department of the city government, 
except the misnamed Board of Excise—have 
been struck with a spasmodic sensation in 
regard to temperance.

When or why 
it waa established has never been clearly and 
definitely traced, but It is an established feet that 
it flrst received popular recognition and was ex- 
tensively Observed in and under the ancient Roman 
empire. K was under the Christian Emperors ot 
Rome that the peculiar observance or the day an* 
the day Itself was dedicated to St. Valentine, and 
under that name It has since been observed an* 
Known, and is so generally accepted. 
Un- 


der that early domination the dowerless and 
unmarried girls of the realm were, poetically 
at least, considered the wards of the Emperor, an<l 
on that day it was customary for them to assemble 
and be provided with, husbands by lot under the 
supervision or the Emperor, and by him also to ba 
presented with a dower. The day was usually ona 
of great teasting, meny-making and rejoicing, and 
ultimately became characterized by much, immo- 
rality and debauchery. This display or viciousaesa 
K became desirable to ehecS under the Christian 
sway or the empire; and as it waa round 
that the day npon 
which this 
ceremony 


annually 
toot 
place was also 
about tha 


season of the anniversary or tie martyrdom. 
of St. Valentine its annual observance was by da- 
cree fixed for that day. Thla imparted to the day- 
somewhat of a religions character, and restrained 
almost wholly the intemperance by which Its cele- 
bration had been formerly martefl. In time it grad- 
ual!" spread as a poetical custom among the nations 
along tae southern central border or Europe, and 
became popular among the Franlssand other semi- 
barbaric peoples. Thence it gradually spread until 
it reached Ennland, and there the lestival was 
crasped and diligently observed. 
Among ttia 
Anglo-Saxons it Decame a season or jocund festiv- 
ity, courtship and matchmaking, and at last tha 
most marked reatuw of the day waa the idea of ths 
young men TOd women either plighting their troths 
m marriage or as companions and lovers ror the in- 
tervening year, until the next anniversary. Thea 
they were at liberty to renew the vow IT found mu- 
tually agreeable. 
^ . 
A rather pretty and poetic rancy, and one that ha3 
undoubtedly much roundanon as a fact in natural 
history, has been connected with the day, to ttia 
effect that it Is tbe "pairing" day of song birds, ana 
therefore peculiarly appropriate for the romanca 
and love mating which both sexes or the human 
race attach, to it. There is very little question of 
the fact that IT not on tne 14th. of February, at 
least about that time, or tae middle of the month. 
many if not all the members of the reathery tribes 
select their mates lor the approaching summer and. 


Of course the presumption is a fair one that tha 
custom came to tnis country from England with. 
"our ancestors," and 16 Is an equally safe prop osl- 
tioa to assert that if the day was not more generally 
observed aud enjoyed by them than by then- succes- 
sors they might as well nave left this custom among 
other unprofitable tnlnas tliey left behind them.

According to a 
Selegram from the Governor of Agnas Ca'jsntes this 
tooi place on the 7th, inliy a wee* before it came to 
the Knowledge of the Executive. Zacatecas is one 
of the most powerful Siexican States, and it may

ART. 2. The constitutional order 19 to be re-esiab- 


li&Uud in the republic BUOJCCI to existing circum- 
stances, but in every sense according to tn» princi- 
ples stipuiitea oy the great charter ot 1857. 
Aitr. s. As per artlcie 83 of the constitution, 
the President or the Supreme Court who was in 
ollcc w lieu the acts of J.ovembers, 1886, were con- 
summated, is recognized as President of tue repub- 
lic.

HAS AN INDIAN RIGHTS THAT M1I1TE HEN ABE 


BOUND TO KB3PECT ? 
A very nice question as to the right to tax Indians 
engaged In manufacturing business in the Indian 
Territory has been presented to Congress lately 
through a memorial ol Ellas C. Boudmot, a citizen 
of and resident in the Cherokee Nation, west or Ar- 
kansas, aad not a citizen or the Ciuted Stales 
Article t«n or the treaty or July 19. l«W, between the 
United Slates and the Cherokee Nation of Indians 
stipulates that "every Cherokee and freed person 
resident in tne Cherokee Nation shail have the right 
to sell any products of his (arm, in-eluding his or tier 
llvs stock, or any merchandise or manuractured pro- 
ducts, and to ship ana drive the same to market 
without am restraint, paying any tax thereon 
which is now or may be levied by the Umtea states 
on the quantity so«a outside or the Indian 3ern- 
tory." 


Believing himself to have an undoubted right nn- 
der the above article, to engage in roauulacturme 
pursuits in that lerritory, irce irom tai.es. Mi. lioti- 
dmot established a factory for thu manufacture ol 
tobacco in that Territory, with a view lo improve 
his own pocket, while at the same time enconrairnir 
the cultivation or the weed oy bis people. Ue ex- 
pected to pay tax on such quantities or tobacco so 
made ana sold outside or the 'territory in ac- 
cordance with 
the internal revenue laws of 
the country. Ue took all ucxwssary precautions to 
learn whether his view of tue law was souna or the 
reverse beloro undertaking to commence business. 
lu 1839 Commisioner Kollms decided that a tax 
coma only be requirea on so much o( tlie tobacco 
manulaciuied by Uoudlnot as should be actually 
sold outside the Indian Territory. 
Commigs.oner 
Delano held the same view subsequently aud Uoudi- 
not, considering that he had thus obtained all the 
assurances be co^ld desire, went on with his mauu- 
ractutinc;, wheu suauenly his lactory was seized bv 
tlie district supervisor, all themanulaLmred tobacco 
iiiu, <-jineu umu AiKanoao ana no^IIea, a,ia JBouul 
not himscir was put under arrest as a criminal 
•nils certainly bore a very ugly look aid tlie 
subsequent actljn

tue tiling. Boudmot called upon our government 
ror redress, but instead or gettiug any coinlorf waa 
informed that the internal Revenue Buieau not oim 
approved the arreht and seizure, but had concluded 
thai even tooacco crown m the Indian lerritorv 
must pay tax to tne United states. Secietarv liout- 
well, on being appealed to, sustained the action of 
Mr. Delano, so that now Boudmot has resorted to 
tue last remedy—a memorial to Congress 


It Is understood tiut Mr. Uelauo iurther stated 
to Boudinot Hut another reason ror suppressing the 
factori «ns tiiat it injured the business ol tobacco 
manufacturers outside tne Territory, who paid 
taxes, ana in that way worked unjustly 


It will be noticed that in this extraordinary pro- 
ceeding the revenue authorities made no account or 
the previous authority they had given Boudmol to 
proceed with his business and arter teiliii.r Ullll tliat 
he might go aheau unmolestea, arrested him as a 
criminal, broke up his business ami a'most ruined 
him. This seems haidiy consistent wim Mr. Behtno's 
character and well known attention to private 
i iglits. But it certainly calls ror some investigation 
and ir Boudmot's memorial lepresems the lacts 
JaituruHy, Indian or no Indian, he ought to obtain 
lull justice irom the government.

f The earnestness witn which Senators and Repre- 
sentatives have set to worx at this session of Con- 
gress to reduce the puolic expenditures bjr present- 
but reform measures ana pressing tuem to a vote, la 
highly commendable. Tills disposition la especially 
manifested in the eaort to engraft the telegraph 
tateipriSB upon the postal service and to abolish the 
Stransmg privilege. Tee latter measure, Having 
•asaea tbe Eous« of Representatives by an over- 
trhelmlns majority, was not allowed to "sleep In tbe 
Senate/' Mr. Kaiasey, tbe chairman or the Com- 
mittee on Post Offices ana Post Roads, to irbich the 
House bill was referred, has promptly reported it 
back to the Senate wlttt the recommendation that it 
do pass. Meantime tbe people are pouring in tltelr 
petitions to Congress to remove the burden and the 
Senate, with praiseworthy alacrity, is debating the 
proposition—Senators Bamsoy and Conkling being, 
«o far, Its principal champions in that branch. 


In the natural order of events Mr. Anthony, of 


Rhode Island, from tao Joint Committee on Print- 
foe, Has introduced a btil "to regulate tbe public 
printing and to discontinue tbe publication or books 
by the general government lor popular distribution." 
That Senator gave notice that be should call tbe bill 
np and urge Its passage at an early day, and on 
Tanrsaay be (mailed hk> promise most ably. Tbe 
enactment of this bill will obviate the necessity of 
increasing the government printing and binding 
establishment, for the accomplishment of which 
the Superintendent asks that $100,033 be forth- 
with appropriated. 
Tne enlargement of that 


establishment 13 a necessity it the present 
extravagant 
practice of the departments ana 


Congress, la oiderlng eyerythlng printed, is to 
continue. The fever tor so macii printing has been 
Induced by the franking privilege, abolish the lat- 
tar, and the Inducement to print will cease, because 
Coacressmen do not lova taelr constituents well 
enough to pay postage on the public documents 
which ttey nave baen in tae habit of forwarding 
them for nothing. This is shown In the fact that 
Senator Anthony brings forward hl3 measure to cut 
down printing. If hu bill passes, as It surely will if 
the franking privilege is abolished, It will not only 
remove the necessity for enlarging toe printing and 
binding building, but wili reJuoe the present force 
therein more than one-hair, giving ample room to 
perform all me work. 


Tue taxpayers of the UmieJ States have no real 


conception of the enormous amount of printing, 
engraving, stereotyping and bindine that they have 
Had to pay for every year without any good what- 
ever resulting from it. Cords and cords of books and 
pamphlets containing nothing but dry statistics, 
elaborated expressly for the purpose of Increasing 
the paper making, printing and Dlndlng jobs, are 
ordered at every session or Congress. Bat for the 
trancing privilege they would become so much rub- 
bish.

Iranklng privilege to every part of the conn- 
try. Government wagons convey them to the Post

Department despatches them in every direction on 
railroads and steamboats. Thoso documents, upon 
tlielr arrival at the several places of their destina- 
tion, are distributed through the agency of paid 
clerks, and not one in a thousand is ever read, if 
opened at all. This femd oi lumber In the malls, 
besides being enormously expensive, is a direct in- 
terference'with the loenmate postal business of the 
country, from which a Handsome revenue Is de- 
rived. The latter business has to suffer and give 
•way lor the free trash—free to those who send It, 
but awfully expensive to the Treasury of t!ia United 
States. The franking privilege of itself, expensive 
though it bo, has gradually become tbe Direct cause 
of a much greater evil—the enormous expansion of 
tbo public printing business, the gigautfc propor- 
tions of wiucli not only eicoed any possible neces- 
sity, but reach figures astounding to the public and 
reflecting disgrace upon Congress. Let us look at 
the flKUrea. 
For Ungear ending Septomoer So, 1809, according 
to the annual report of the Congressional Printer, 
the coat ol paper, prlutiug, lithographing, engrav 
ine and biudiug executed for both Houses under 
different joint acts of Congress, was $129,990; coit 
for same executed for tilt; House under special 
order, $440,422; executed ror tho Senate under 
special order. $llfl,07J—making the total cost of 
paper, printing, lithographing, engraving and bind- 
ing, ordered jointly aim separably by the two houses 
of Congress and delivered in one year, $9$9,4t>«. 
There was unfinished work on baud when the above 
leport closed, not embraced in the above figures, 
amounting to 11A850 vo.umes, the cost of which is 
estimated at $1W,637, making the total expense of 
the priming ordered by both houses, delivered and 
nndolivercd, in one year, amount to $859,021. 
In addition to the above is the piloting, engraving, 
lithographing, stereotyping and binding for 'Se de-

ing was a necessity. 
lu order tunt the reader may have a still more re- 
alizing sense or the printing aad franking imposi- 
tions we «'ve ueloiv the amount It cost during the 
last seven years to print and bled hundreds of tons

Here Is over eleven million three hundred and 
seventy-tareo thousand dollars paid by the people 
lor needless material at the very time when the 
government fijs been passing through its severest 
trial for existence—suffering from rebellious war 
and burdensome taxation. This Is not all. The 
government during tne same time bad to pay tbe 
expense of sending at least two-tntrda of the trash 
thus created to different parts of the country unuer 
the franking privilege. Fortunately It la not neces- 
sary lor us to Ognre the exact coat of 
freighting this Immense mass of printed master be- 
cause an official criterion nas been furnished by 
tue Postmaster General within a lew daya which, 
will serve to aid the reader in lormmg a correct 
judgment On the subject. Be says that during tbe 
month of January just passed 150 tons ot printed 
matter was sent from Washington, at a cost ot 
$35,000, and tuat during the same time 237,000 
franked letters were sent, at a cost of $15,0001 
So far as letter matter is concerned the official 
statement for January is about a fair average for tbe 
twelve months of the year. That would make the 
cost for letters in one year $180,000. 
Soma 
Senators and Bepresentatlves when away Irom 
Washington do extensive 
business 
and 
do 
all their private and business correspondence 
under their official frank. 
It is fair to average 
the printed matter sent daring the twelve months 
of the year at 
not more 
than 
one-half 
the amount per month mailed in January, as 
otaclally announced. That would make seveaty- 
tLie tons per month, at a cost of $19,090, making the 
yearly bulk transported free 900 tons, at an annual 
coat or $228,000. But bear to mind the fact that these 
letters and documents are such only as were sent 
from Washington, It is to be regretted tnat the 
Postmaster Geaeral, m this statement, does not fur- 
nish some data by winch we can judge now much 
franking was done by Congressmen during the first 
ten days of January, when a large number of them 
were away enjoylnz the holiday recess. Nor does 
n© tell us how much free mail matter was received 
In Washington during the month named by the dif- 
ferent ouicials. There are about 450 persons 
in the 
city of Washington, when Congress 
la in session, who are entitled, under the law, to 
frank letters and documents. Whoever corresponds 
with them In me different States and Territories 
uoad only write the word "free" upon tbe back of 
their letter or document, aftd Uncle Sam carries 1C. 
roatmaster General ^Creswell should give some Idea 
oi the amount of matter received In Washington by 
Senatars and Bepresentatlves and other officials in 
order that tne puoiiu may arrive ttt a correct under- 
standing of tiie extent of the franking swindle. 
Tne cost of It is very large and the people ara inter- 
ested m every iteui. They ha\ e heretofore Had no cor- 
rect idea auoub the matter, because neither Congress 
nor the press have sufficiently enlightened them.

The reporu of the debate -in the Senate on Thurs- 
day show tuat Senator Anthony, of Khode Island, 
understands this wnolo subject and manileste a ae- 
termination to loilow it up. No man haa had a bel- 
ter opportunity to acquaint himself with all the 
facts 
relating to the public printing 
than 
that Senator. He has beoa chairman for several 
years ot the joint Committee on Printing. With 
the responsibility ol this DObition Irom his place lu 
the Senate he declares that ' the whole system of 
printing docaments for gratuitous distribution 
should be abandoned," esoecially, he adds, "as 
their contents are now furnished to the puolio freo 
of expense to tae government by the newspapers." 
Ho declared that tbe passage of his bill "would 
save many hundred thousand dollars annually ami 
relievo the Post Ofllce of a great burden." Tne lat- 
ter remark is a reminder to Senator Ramsey, chair- 
man of tlie bcuato Commlttea on Post unices and 
Post Itoads, to presi the House bill abolishing the 
franking privilege.

Thus it appears that the total cost of paper, print- 
ing, engraving, lithographing and Dlnding ror Con- 
gress and the departments la a single year amounts 
to $1,505,060. 
Not one-tenth of tills amount] of printing H 
actually needed for the economical transaction of 
the routine business ol the government In Washing- 
ton. To produce it a monster establishment is 
created, in winch the printing, engraving, litho- 
graphing and. binding Is done. The stereotyping Is 
penormed in a foundry created by the present Con- 
gressional Printer, in /aitnlul obedience to the de- 
luands made upon him by the different branches of 
the government and in strict accordance with law. 
We find 110 fault with the printer, who is only an 
executive officer. Toe public complaint is asulnst 
the wnole system of government printing and bind- 
ing as belug nothing more nor less than a stu- 
pendous common sewer lor constant drainage upon 
the Treasury of the United States. 
Twelve hundred men and women are employed in 
the establishment named above, at an annual ex- 
pense ol $t)S,644. Ibe salary of the superintendent 
(" Congressional Printer") is $4,000; four clerks 
($1,800 each), $7,200; one messenger $1,314, and 
"for contingent expenses of ;he olBce" $4,082— 
making the v. hole expeuss for the office of Coiigies- 
aional Printer $16,538. and tne total annual cost lor 
services, irorn superintendent dowa to printer's 
devil, s60S,i40. The above usures do not embrace 
the cost of lepairs 10 blunting and machinery, and a 
thousand and one miscellaneous necessities for 
carrying on the bureau, which would swell the ex- 
pense to a more monstrous toze than is already 
shown. 
wNow whence comes this gigantic and costly bu- 
reau ? We repeat, it Is the natural outgrowth of 
another evil—the framcins privilege. Botn are the 
results of extravagant, excessive and hasty legisla- 
tion. 1 ue fianKlnc privilege \v aa always an outrage 
and should never have been granted to any ofllcial. 
it is not necessary to any ofllcer of the government. 
Jprom the highest to the lowest tney are paid by die 
people, ana whatever is necessary to facilitate the 
duties ot their position, not included in their salary, 
li always amply supplied at the expense of the peo- 
ple. A certain amount of printing is necessary, 
enough lor tbe ordinary transaction of the public 
business. But because of this lact there is no excuse 
lor the enormous waste which has now become sys- 
tematized aca organued into a bureau. This print- 
ing and Diuding enoiuiity has got to be an expensive 
excrescence on the body politic. It 13 an onahoot 
of the franking privilege. Abolish that and the un- 
-natural encumbrance oi pnntme will disappear with 
it. Senator Anthony stands ready with his bill to 
secure all the printing that is needed. 
H e are aware that the printing burden is not the 
creation ot the men who sit in our national legisla- 
ture to-dair. it uad its birth amidst the corruptions 
ot the canter Congresses, when it was the practice for 
each Honso to eiect a printer; when the oulcs of 
printer was a political one and His election de- 
pended upon now much he would give tue National 
.committee ot his party for the next Presiden-

THE FBATO3 OH THE REVENUE. 


It is known to every one acquainted with the quar- 


antine grounds that under the maladministration of 
Dr. Swinburne and Ills assistants stupendous frauds 
nave been perpetrated upon the government, and 
shippers and merchants Heavily bled, under the 
eyes, If not with tbe connivance, or some of these 
officials. Wnile professing to aid the government 
officials In tuo collection of revenue, the regulations 
established nave prevented the collection of duties 
on a large amount of imported goods. 


It is related of the Union general John B. Tnrchln, 


that wlien he euteied Athens, Ala., and established 
his Headquarters in the midst of Ills command, who 
had not partaken of lood for several hours, ne sum- 
moned Ills adjutant general and remarked:— 


"Ashutant, pes de* regimond hungry and va- 


dlguedr" 


"Yes, General; they have not broken fast since 


yesterday noon." 


Turchln scratched his pate a moment and re- 


marked with a wave or Ills imperious hand towards

The smuggling season Is always In the warm 


mouths, when the quarantine la on and foreign Tea- 
Eels from infected porta are detained at Quarantine. 
When a vessel arrives in the waters of the Harbor 
she is detained at the lower Quarantine ror a certain 
Dumber Of days, as may suit tbe convenience ana 
ends or the Health Officer. 
When that ordeal is 
passed 
she Is permitted to 
come np 
ot 
th-supper Quarantine grounds, near Bobbins' Reef, 
wHere she is discharged by lighters under the 
control of the Health Officer. Last summer a man 
named ethortland bad the contract Irom tne Health 
Officer to discharge cargoes, and kepi a number of 
lighters so employed. These lighters usually load 
up in the evening, and lay alongside tne vessels being 
discharged all night. When tbe lighters arc rally 
loaded the goods are covered up carefully. In the 
still watches of the night, when all on board tue 
snip are supposed to be asleep, with the exception of 
the watch, one of tha Hands who have smuggled 
into tbe port a ba'e or box of valuable goods creeps 
stealthily to the point where it is stowed away, lifts 
it out and lowers it down to a confederate on the 
lighter, who secretes it under the tarpaulins for the 
next movement. The lighter pushes away at day 
dawn fiom the vessel, on its voyage to the city, and 
nobody but those engaged m the illicit business sus- 
pects that she carries other than the ireight secured 
tne previous day. These other parties appear upon 
the scene. A smuggler's boat tnat haa arranged to 
be on hand runs alongside, halls tha lighter, and 
under tne pretext of getting a tow np secure a line 
from their confederate) in tha employ of the Healta 
Ofllcer. Alter the; are sufficiently removed Irom 
tlie ttup to be unobserved ta«ugooas are pawed out 


ft,om'?,? "Khtors to the boat, and, on nearlag tho 
piers, tae boats drop astern and disappear under 
some convenient dock, from which tue property is 
removed unobserved during ttw day or Wie follow- 
iug night. The smuggling by meang of these llghtera 
is usually attended with success for the simple rea- 
son tuat officers of vessels knowing that tney are 
being discharged by health officials do not exercise 
that watcafulnesa tuey otherwise would. 
Till! JERSEY SUOKB 
is a favorite spot wlier» goods are smucrgled In. 
Tae stevedores employed durlns the daytime m 
loading the lighters, at night, on quitting work, go 
olf in boata to tho Jersey flats, wnero they live til 
canal boats, and are not supposed to come up to the 
city. They make a profitable busmen of smuggling 
off cigars, sales, laces and other light goods to their 
boats, where they turn them over to junfcnten Who 
come alongside In boats, by aopolntment, and pur- 
chase them. Not nufreiiuently wnen these stevedores 
have secured a valuable supply of dutiable goods 
they land it on tne Jersey shore aad carry it Into 
the city in express wagons, where it Is soid to agents 
who make it a business to dispose of it for smug- 
glers.

The class of goods Imported from the West Indies 
are valnabte, and usually put up m small packages, 
when one of them is being ducliarzed suspicious 
boats are always seen hovcriag.. about waiting for 
darkness to cover them, when tnoy-sllontir ran un- 
aer the vessels, Hurriedly receive the cigars, to- 
bacco or jellies that tue Hands in waiting for their 
arrival have brought out. and shove off. 
Among the 
most successful of these smugglers are two well 
known men, named Uoff and Murray, who follow the 
occupation of boatmen and combine smuggling with 
it. They are men of much influence among the 
trusty servitors of the late Health Officer, as well as 
the sailors aud officers ot foreign shlpa. They and 
others occasionally are employed running tne lines 
ot vessels at the Norta river piers—a calling 
ta?t enabled them to maka the acquaintance of 
sailors and tbe better to smuggle goods in. Seldom 
does a vessel arrive from Havana, that does not 
bring from 5,003 to 100,000 cigars of the costliest 
brands. They are usually the property of the petty 
officers and men, who not nnfrequenily are banded 
together to carry on tne business successfully and 
secretly. The goods are taken oa board in Havana 
or other Cuoan porta, stowed away under the coal 
bunkers, in a bulkhead of a boat, in mattresses, 
&c., where the Customs officer on the examination 
of the vessel never thinks of searching. 


3HU"a SIGNALS. 


On all the rejmar lines touching at West India 
ports a regular system of private signals has been 
adopted 
by wmch 
the smugglers 
on 
tne 
vessels 
can 
communicate 
with 
the 
boat- 
men who are to receive the supply. One 
light forward Is the regular signal for a vessel 
at anchor. When it is desirous to have the smug- 
gling boat ran alongside a single additional light is 
let tiowa. over tne stern near tne water. When two 
lights-one above the otner—are hung ont astern it 
is a notification to wait, but when a single light is 
Hung up near the bulwarks, as shown, 16 means that 
the boatmen may eo home, as there is no chance 
thae night. 


On one or two occasions we learn that the river 
poilce, who had familiarized themselves witn these 
signals, have detected the night toilers in the act. 
One night one of the sergeants, while cruising 
about the Missouri, ooserved the signal "Come 
alongside." He and nis men resolved to personate 
tno smugglers, and, running quietly under the star- 
board side of the craft, remarked "Let 'em come."

TUB TRICKS OF SilUBOLEES. 
Tanous aad Ingenious are the devices resorted to 
by the smugglers in addition to those wo have al- 
ready descrioed. There is in this city an organiza- 
tion or these men, who arrange the tariff or prices 
to be paid to each party assisting in tha business. 
They employ agents to go to the West India ports 
and

A 
favorite mode of smuggling 
is to secrete the goods aboard the vessels. 
For 
this 
purpose 
canvas 
bags 
rendered 
impervious to water are provided, Into whica the 
valuables are placed. On the arrival of the vessel at 
the Narrows the parties having them In charge 
drop them overboard, previous arrangements having 
been made witu a mcmoer of the association to nave 
a boat near topicc them up. 1 he property usually 
falls into tne right hands, a lauding is enacted on the 
Jersey shore, it is earned to Salteraville, taken up in 
wagons and brought In by the Commumpaw ferry. 
in soaie instances the boats run directly up to the 
city, and tbe property is stealthily conveved to the 
geuoral reudezvous in West street, near Hector, 
where it is broken up Into small parcels and turuwn 
upon the market. 


THH ARTICLES PR&OIPALLT DEALT IK 
by persons operating the West India and Mexican ves- 
sels are clgarsjellles, marmalades, tropical fruits and 
Vanilla beans, such as are used to flavor lea cream. 
When the smugglers purchase direct from tbo sailors 
tney usually pay from three dollars to six doJars a 
thousand for cigars and for other articles m propor- 
tion. An immense business In Vanilla beans is done, 
as tney are packed m three pound cans and are 
worth sixteen dollars In gold per pound. It Is a 
common practice among sailors to secrete a number 
of these cans in a barrel of slops, where a revenue 
oalcer rarely looks for smuggled goods These bcaus 
command in this city a larae ad^anoo -»« *!»„ ooo. iir 
mc2!.iuo, wnere tney arc principally proauced. 


ON TUB EITROPBAV VESSELS 
a large amount of smuggling 13 done by the 
sailors and passengers, the principal articles being 
silks, laces, diamonds and other precious etouca. 
'ihe same system or evading tne revenue laws is 
adopted as on the West India steamers, except as 
regards diamonds and other small articles, wnlch 
arc usually secreted in the hair, pockets and about 
tne clothing, where they cannot ue found without 
subjecting the wearer to a thorough seal ch, wlilcH 
Li seldom resorted to. Choice liqaors are also ex- 
tensively smuggled and the quarantine offlUals al- 
ways Have tne naest stock: with which to entertain 
their frlendi 


QUARANTINE OFFICIALS AS ACCOMPLICES. 
In the lower bay every vessel during tue quaran- 
tine season is supplied with a snlpkeeper by the 
Health Ofllrar. Ihe regulations provide that no boat 
shall enter within the uuoys; yet 1C is notorious that 
during tbe Hours of darkness boats boldly run along- 
side of the \ essels, leceive contraband goods under 
tbe eyes of tne shipkeepers, who doubtless share 
the pioceeds of the business. It v.lll oe seen that all 
these abuses ara done witu the connivance of the 
Health omclais, who 1C tuey chose, could effectually 
prevent smuggling of all bulky articles that uanuot 
be carried about the person. 
No person who Has read the revelations made by 
tlie press of the smuggling; of cigars In coffins Dy one 
of bwmbaruo's vessels, the 'Ihiee Brothers, and other 
equally veniled instances of abuses, can doubt that 
tuere was some radical mismanagement lu the ad- 
ministration of the affairs or the port ; and the fact 
Is notorious that the late Health Officer became rap- 
idly wealthy during his tenure or ouice by hia fees 
for towage, fumigation and other modes of collect - 
tcj money. Ills able successor promises great re- 
forms, and the press and public will watch lor tnem

to be heid at Newmarket in the Craven Meeting, Slir 
Joseph Hawley will propose:— '-'lliat a committee 
be appointed to eonsidoi the present condition of 
the turf." 


It Is due to the clnb that he should siat«whyne 


asks theta to talcs this step. 
He conceives it Im- 


possible to disguise the fact that raciug Is no 
longer a national sport, but has become a mere 
trade wltfi most of Its followers. 
The public are 


now convinced that the system which has been of 
late years rapidly growing np in no way tends to im- 
prove the breed of horses, but is one of simple 
gambling, and that In this state of things the JocLoy 
Oiuo silently acquiesce, bnch an impression, rightly 
or wrongly formed, is most damaging alike to the 
sport aud to the reputation of those who mix in it; 
but, so long as the recognized authorities remain 
passive and make no eQort to bring about a better 
order of things, it would seem Impossible to be re- 
moved. 


The committee proposed would not only be able to 
rctute this position if unfounded, but would be able 
also, if compelled, to come to the conclusion at 
which Sir Joseph Hawley, in common with many 
others, H&3 arrived, to alsauss remedies wklcH (He 
club might subsequently apply.

2. Ho entries for two year old racea to be made 
more than rmcen days before the day advertised for 
running. 
3. Ko entry of any horse under four jeara old to 
b* received in any Handicap. 
4. No public money, cap or other prize to oe given 
la any race to which two year olds are admitted to 
any race under a mile or 10 any handicap. 
5. All entries to be made lu the real name of an 
owner or pait owner, ascertained as by law 34. 
a. That, in addition to the private meetings ot tne 
Jockey Club, there be also public meetings of that 
body at WHICH alone motions to rescind, alter or add 
to the laws of racing shall be made, nonce of such 
motions to be given as at present la to* Calendar, 
end the decision to be by open voting as now ns«d. 
7. That tbe basis of tne olab be exten dod. and that 
not only more gentlemen who are large owners of 
race horses, but inoae who take mteres t la racing as 
a means of preserving toe breed of horses, be in- 
vited to become memoers. 
Sir JosepnHawlev will also propose that when a 
horse does not atari all beta shall be void; ana that 
any person ascertained by the atawardn to have paid 
or received money upon any bet so void shall be 
warned off the heath ana be disqualified from euter- 
inz Horses for any race whatever. 
It is also hl» intention to bring before the com- 
mittee (If appointed) the present system of telegrapn- 
liig starter* and of declarations by owners, with a 
TI«(T to better regulation. And in case toe commit- 
tee thould think gome of the proposed alterations 
beyond the practical powers of the club, to ask 
them to consider the desirability of osUttoalng me 
EftgUiature 10 effect tuewoojapumonly.

The outside inanenoea are not such at to favor am 
advance, and as it is known, that the government 19 
steadily opposed to a rise a "bull" movement does 
not enlist much favor among the speculators. In- 
deed, the chief operators abandoned tha Gold 
Boom a monta ago, and have not since seen 
ndncementa to return. The specie shipments are 
nominal, and although the export since January 1 
las been nearly four millions, the areater portion of 
it Has comprised com in tran$ttu between Mexico, 


!uba and South America and Europe, and gold and 
silver bars. With the present prica of exchange 
there is no proSt in shipping American coin, and 
tlie lower range of exchange is due to the large 
shipments of cotton and produce. Gold is therefore 
gravitating to lower prices, and unless the speonla- 
,ors step in to sell it sbort and create an unnatural 
demand for it the immediate future Is likely to wit- 
ness one step nearer the consummation of specie 
uymenta. 


THE MONEY MARKET. 


The money market during the wees was steady 


at four to six per cent, with, five and six as tne pre- 
vailing rates on call loans with pledge of govern- 
ment bonds and miscellaneous stock collaterals.

follows:—The groom delivers to the bride in pre- 
sence of two wittrasses a copper coin, or the valne 
thereof, reciting thp-.words, "Be wedded unto me 
with this." The wonls "according to tlie law of 
Moses and Jgrael" were a later addition. The sub- 
stitution of a ring for the com was already a step 
in advance, as If the people felt a repuirnance to 
acquire woman as they would a piece or merchan- 
dise, though the Insignificance of the piece would 
indicate that tne ceremony had only a symbolical 
meaning. Tlie ring was introduced with reference 
to the words in the Song of Solomon, vin.. 6—"Set 
me as a-signet ring npon thy heart." The words 
"accoramgto the law of Moses and Israel" were 
introduced with .reference to tne three cardinal 
duties devolving upon a Jewish woman, and 
to the validity of the marriage as subjected 
to the RaDblnical authority, so that a rabbi could 
dissolve a marriage, which, according to the Mosaic 
law, was valid and legal, and on the principle that 
every marriage is consummated m a Kabbimcal 
sense and its validity at any time subject to Rabbini- 
cal arbitration. The retention ol such a principle 
would, indeed, endanger the moral ioundation of 
the marriage institute, and it is onr sacred outy to 
abolish a formula based thereon. The formula owes 
its origin to another circumstance. In the eleventh 
century Raobi Bershom. called the light ol the eiile, 
abolished while at the head of a synod tue immoral 
institute 01 psJjsKmJ' and proclaimed the ecclesi- 
astical ban against it. This reform found opposition 
in many congregations, and in the thirteenth cen- 
tury « was not yet generally adopted. Polygamy 
was practiced yet by Jaws in the Orient as well as 
the Occident. The addition then, according to the 
law of Hoses and Israel, seems to have oeen intro- 
duced by those lavonag polygamy, as leaning on the 
autnonty of Moses and the Bible, which permits it. 
It is certainly owing to Christian influence that 
monogamy became tne rule with the Jews In tlie 
Occident, as in the Orient it is practised to-day jet 
by some. Though the Bible tolerated polygamy as a 
concession to human prejudices, which couia not be 
rooted out at once, ret the spirit thereof tells us only 
monogamy is a divine institution, tiie marriage witn 
two or moie a desecration oi the divine sanctum of 
humanity. Ihe spirit or tlie law stands far above 
the letter. 
He wno cannot read between the lines 
of biblical text must deny a divine character either 
to the .aw of reason or to the JJiole. The Kabolmcal 
Comerence therefore gave expression to the modern 
consciousness Ol tlie divinity of monogamy, aud in 
accordance tueraw 1th introduced a cuaiige in tne 
marriage lormuiu.
